Tbe Art of Shootiiit; on llie tVln^.

By eome It seems to be thought that a new discovery has been 
lately made In the art of shooting which will ease the path of 
tbe beginner so that be shall have no trouble; by others that an 
improvement bas been made which Is not only a shortcut to skill 
with the rifle and gun, but which now makes attainable a skill 
with both that formerly was almost Inconceivable. I refer only 
to short-range shooting with rifle and gun, as great Improve¬ 
ment has unquestionably been made in tbe range of both, and 
there has been a great advance in the skill of long-range shooting 
with tbe rifle. 

While It is not to be questioned that we have better wing 
shots and rifle shots now performing In public than we ever bad 
before, and that even tbe greatest of our professional shots have 
visibly Improved since they flrst trod tbe arena. It by no m^ans 
follows that the mystery of shooting game with certainty and 
dispatch with either rifle or gun has in any respect been cleared 
up. Though we now have some better shots than formerly, the 
royal road—the short cut—to perfect skill Is about as far as ever 
from being discovered. 

All good shooting with tbe abot-guu Is reducible to three differ¬ 
ent ways: 


entitled to that name. I have seen brilliant brush shots look ex¬ 
tremely cheap when on a duck pass with a good dneks-hot, and 
have the very next day seen the same duck-shot In the brush stand 
agape without knowing what to shoot at, while the other clipped 
the wbixzing wings right and left. 

Now, the question Is, how shall these three degrees of skill be 
best acquired? Shall the beginner commence with the flrst 
method and work gradually up to the third ?*or shall he commence 
with tbe dashy, quick work, which looks so One both in the fleld 
and In books, and which he quite naturally supposes must be 
equally effective upon all klnde of game, and which be la quite 
apt to think must atwayn be done without any aim at all I Shall 
he satisfy himself that the gun is pointed right before pulling the 
trigger, or shall he disregard that old-fashiond way and shoot only 
by sense of direction) The latter has now many more advocates 
than formerly, and to tbe mature as well as tbe youthful mind it 
must be confessed that there is something rather captivating in 
the idea of shooting by “Intuition,” “Instinctively,” “qn general 
principles," “by a natural gift,” “by the aim of pure genius,” 
etc., etc., of which wo have beard much lately, instead of tbe old 
pokey, pottering way condemned so vehemcnily by him whose 
memory Is still so dear to us ail, but whose language on this point 
is often misunderstood. 

I do not hesitate to decide in favor of beginning with the cool, 
deliherate method, although I did not begin that way myself. 


First, tbe cool, deliberate 
aim, which catches a full, 
clear view of both bird and 
barrels and sees plainly that 
tbe barrels lie In tbe right 
direction, either on the 
game or at the proper dis¬ 
tance ahead of it, but does 
not delay pulling tbe trig¬ 
ger an Instant after tbe eye 
does see that the gun is 
right. This Is tbe aim of 
tbe successful duck shooter, 
of tbe cool shot on young 
prairie chickens, and tbe 
great majority of shots 
generally on game in the 
open, where no special 
haste is necessary. 

Second, when tbe gnn is 
jerked to the shoulder tbe 
instant tbe game is seen, 
the eye catches a dim glim¬ 
mering glimpse of tbe gun 
in the right position, and 
tbe shooter fires simulta¬ 
neously with such glimpse, 
or else shifts the gun 
quickly Into the right posi¬ 
tion if It Is pointed wrong, 
then catches another dim 
glimpse of its being right 
and fires aimultaneously. 

Third, when the gun Is 
not seen by the eye at all, 
or If so teen is not seen In 
Its relative position with the 
game, but the trigger Is 
pulled the instant tbe butt 
of the gun touches tbe 
shoulder, or tbe Instant It 

reaches the level of tbe game. This, 1 believe, is tbe true snap 
shooting, and tbe shooter depends entirely upon the gun’s com¬ 
ing directly to the right position, as It Is thrown up to the 
shoulder; though shooting by the second method is often so quick 
as to be mistaken for snap shooting; In fact, many persons think 
all quick shooting snap shooting; wherese, marvelously quick 
work may often be done by the second and even by the first way. 

Tbe second way Is that generally used In the opeu, or In tbelr 
cover, where no great haste Is necessary, but one most neverthe¬ 
less be tolerably quick; as In snipe or quail shooting, where birds 
rise wild or unexpectedly. 

The third way, or true snap shooting. Is that generally used 
where there Is not a fraction of a second to be lost, as where we 
see only a flash of a bird or catch a glimpse of a swift whizzing 
streak through the leaves or thick brush. 

Esch of these methods has its advantages and disadvantages. 
By the first we will make fewer misses, but will be too slow for 
cover shooting or wild rising birds. By the second we will be 
apt to miss more, but will kill game that would escape unshot at 
If we stopped to take a deliberate aim. And by tbe third we will 
make still more misses, but, nevertheless, kill birds that It would 
seem Impossible for either men or gods to stop, and often make a 
run of successful shots, whose dszzling brilliancy la startling even 
to ourselves. 

It Is not common to find persons, even of much experience in 
tbe field, who combine all these degrees of skill, snd their combi¬ 
nation ooosUtntes par aotttenet the crack shot, and no one else Is 


killed far fewer birds at the outset. 

Since practice, then, is necessary In either case, which Is the 
best) Those who say shoot without aim, say: “Look at the 
Indian with his arrow, he don’t take aim; neither does the team¬ 
ster with his whip, the ball-thrower with his ball, or the carpen¬ 
ter with his hammer; he simply looks at the object and lets 
drive.” But, my dear friend, can you tell me how much beiler 
that Indian could shoot If he could take aim) And have you any 
Idea of how many hundred thousand shots he has fired from boy¬ 
hood up tb attain his skill) That very good shooting can be 
done solely by sense of direction or muscular aim bas long been 
known. The recent performance of Mr. Maurice Thompson, 
breaking thirty-five balls out of fifty, at tbe flrst trial, tossed up 
at ten paces, is a very remarkable specimen of this, and must 
make some folks feel slightly cheap at tbelr recent unbounded 
amazement at shooting, which, comparing tbe speed of lire and 
accuracy of tbe Winchester rifle with that of the bow snd arrow, 
was in truth hardly equal to that done by Mr. Thompson, when 
we consider the fact that Mr. T. had not even tried It before. 
And it Is not to be denied that this power of shooting without 
aim is exceedingly valuable for certain kinds of shooting, and 
nobody can be a flnisbed shot without It 

Tbe only rabbit shooting I ever could enjoy, or even endure, is 
that in tbe sage and chemise brush of San Diego county,Cal., which 
la about waist high, and so dense that it Is utterly Idle to try to 

catch an aim, for generally

For In tbe first place I think it will be conceded that there Is ab¬ 
solutely no short cut to skill In shooting on game, no “open se¬ 
same,” at which tbe door that hides tbe great secret will open; 
nor will the walls of this Jericho fall before any tooting of rams' 
horns to the tune of ’’Eureka.” He who thinks because the 
smashing of glass balls at ten paces with a rifle turns out to be 
mere boy’s play. Instead of a superhuman gift, or because he can 
approach the scores of tbe best ball shooters with the shot-gun, 
that the attainment of this skill carries with It tbe fleld skill of 
Carver or Bogardus, Is doomed to bitter disappointment, although 
such practice will be sure to carry him a long way upon bis road 
and help him over some of tbe worst stumbling blocks. By prac¬ 
tice alone can the end be reached, and whether we shoot by aim, 
or only by sense of direction, long and heavy practice must be 
gone through with. I am the last one to deny tbe force of nat¬ 
ural bent, for no one could be more Indebted to It than I am; 
but It Is far, far Indeed from making a crack shot of anyone. It 
simply smooths tbe path, but leaves It nearly as long and steep os 
ever; or else It carries you half way and then dumps you down to 
flounder through the rest of tbe journey in darkness and vexa¬ 
tion. Such was Its treatment of me, and I am satisfied that If 1 
had not bad the fatal facility of killing about half of my birds In 
thick brush in my very first season, at an age too, when few boys 
are ever allowed to touch a gun, that I should now be a much 
better shot than I am or can hope to ever be. If I could have 
had and followed tbe advice I am about to give, I should have 
been saved much vexation and annoyance, though I would have 


nothing can be seen but a 
flash of woolly tall for about 
one jump. Here I use tbe 
gun precisely as I would an 
arrow or a stone, keeping 
both eyes open, and hardly 
ever getting tbe faintest 
glimpse of any part of tbe 
gun-barrels. But while I re¬ 
gard this as one of the most 
valuable ways of shooting, I 
am equally satisfied that it 
Is not the best way to com¬ 
mence, or the best way for 
open shooting. 

In tbe first place, the ac¬ 
curacy cannot be equal to 
that obtained by a deliberate 
alm,when such Is attainable. 
Dr. Carver Is undoubtedly 
tbe best shot by sense of di¬ 
rection we have with tbe 
rifle or gun. But until be 
shows us a string score with 
tbe rifle from tbe hip or 
from tbe shoulder, with 
sights taken off, which Is 
half equal to what be can 
make from tbe shoulder with 
sights, or when with tbe 
shot-gun from tbe hip be 
can make anything like the 
scores on crossing and quar¬ 
tering balls at forty or fifty 
yards that be does with the 
gun from the shoulder, I 
shall be justified In assum¬ 
ing without going Into tedi¬ 
ous proof that no one can 
shoot as well by sense of di¬ 
rection as by aim. 

In the second place, this accuracy, such as It is, can by ac¬ 
quired by practice in aiming just as surely as by the other method. 
(I speak only of shooting from the shoulder, for there Is surely 
no advantage In hip shooting, except being a little odd and catch¬ 
ing the recoil partly on tbe knuckles with tbe hammers when a 
good duck load Is fired.) Nearly all our crack snap shots have 
been made In this way, the gun from habit coming to the shoul¬ 
der in almost exact line with tbe game three or four times out of 
five, the Instant It is thrown up. And one can do little good 
shooting until this habit Is, In a measure, acquired. When the 
gun comes up, tbe shooter may have time for a deliberate look 
along tbe barrels and a proper adjustment of the gun, or he may 
have time only for a flashing glance which shows him dimly where 
it la pointing; or he may pull without seeing anything but the 
bird. But the foundation of very successful shooting In any of 
these ways Ilea In tbe gun coming to tbe right place as It comes 
up, It being a sins qua non in the last kind; extremely Important 
In tbe second, and a great help, though not Indispensable, in tbe 
flrst kind. 

Now, not only will the first method cultivate this habit with 
much less practice, but there Is another point of quite as much 
importance which can be properly cultivated only In this way; 
Shooting the right distance ahead of crossing game. It Is amaz¬ 
ing how many Intelligent men think the sidewise motion of tbe 
gun will carry tbe shot along sidewise so as to cross the path of 
toe bird where It will be when the shot gets there. Half the time 
there Is little or no sidewise motion of tbe gun,for he who does not 
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pick out the proper piece aheed of the bird aod ralae hie gun di¬ 
rectly Into It, ie not a very good ahot ou croealiig birds. Very 
often the gun even when carried along la stopped by the sudden 
and Involuntary bracing of the muscles of the body and arms at 
the Instant of pulling the trigger. Moreover a gun barrel moved 
from a center like a wheel spoke, or as a radius vector, does not 
Impart as much lateral motion to the shot as when every part of 
tlie barrel la moved sidewise at the earae speed as in shooting 
from a horec, a wagon, or railroad car in motion. But what sur- 
prisea me the moat Is bow anyone can overlook the fact that the 
motion of the muzzle of the gun often is not much over one- 
twentieth of that of the game. With a quail at thirty yards iiiov- 
Ing forty feet a second, what is the speed of your gun barrel in 
following him? If you place your gun within a foot of a pendu¬ 
lum that swings a yard a second, you will tlnd on trying to follow 
it that It Is a swifter motion than you ever use on game, that two 
feet a second is more than you generally use; and a little calcula¬ 
tion will show you that that speed will carry your shot sidewise 
only about two or three Inches at thirty-llvo yards, while the bird 
will move from two to three feet aod ducks sometimes more 
while the shot Is traveling that distance. 

Now, a mere snap shot is apt to lire directly at every crossing 
bird instead of ahead. If the bird be near, going slowly, and the 
gun scatters tolerably, the bird may be cut down by the edge of 
the load, but the shooter is much more likely to see bis bird 
spin unharmed away or else send a few tail feathers floating down 
as a souvenir to the sportsman who consoles himself with the 
usual, “I bit him anyhowwhereas it was. In fact, a perfect 
miss. This has always been and ie yet the greatest trouble I have 
in shooting with the shot-gun, and for a long time bothered me 
In shooting with the rifle, though with the latter, owing to there 
being more time to take aim, 1 have entirely overcome it, tlie 
only dlftlculty I now have being to tlnd the right distance aliead 
of and at the same time allow for the up and down motion of our 
high-bounding southern California deer. But with the shot-gun, 
whenever a snap shot Is necessary ou crossing game, as a quail or 
rabbit In thick brush at any distance, the same old tendency of 
my boyhood that has always been my bane still overcomes me,the 
gun comes up directly at the game and sway goes the shot just 
lichind it. 

Not only docs commencing with snap shooting have a tendency 
to make one shoot behind crossing game, but even when one 
wants to shoot ahead there Is no way In which be can so well cal¬ 
culate his distance as by measuring it with bis eye along the bar¬ 
rel. Long and faithfully have 1 tried picking oqt the proper 
point of space ahead of the bird and making a snap shot at that, 
and though such a course is generally successful and often Indis¬ 
pensable, yet It is not equal to the method I always followed 
when there Is time. viz.: pick out the place, raise the gun quickly 
Into it, but glance along the barrel before firing and if it is not 
at the right distance carry It along ahead of the game until it is 
at the right distance. 

The importance of thus shooting ahead Is out fully appreciated 
by many tolerably good shots. So firmly is the laterai motion 
theory fixed in some heads that It actually influences their obser¬ 
vation. I have known good duck shots swear positively that they 
never hold ahead of a crossing duck, “because the motion of the 
gun carries the sho ." But the neglect of this principle Is the 
main cause of so many misses w ith the rifle on running deer, witb 
the shot-gun on ducks, and a common cause of missing even quail 
and woodcock at very short range even with a scattering guu. 

Another thing which is not fully appreciated is the importance 
of covering the bird with the center of the charge. Fully two- 
thirds of the birds killed by ordinary shots and even good shots 
are struck only with the edge of the load. This is the chief rea¬ 
son of the failure of long shots, a bird escaping at forty yards 
when you think you covered him, whereas if you had covered 
him witb the center of the charge you would have killed him. It 
must be evident that he who begins by snap shooting will take 
much longer to overcome this than If he begins by taking delib¬ 
erate aim. This dilliculty Is, however, partly Inherent in the 
gun, owing to the custom of having no sights upon it, or rather 
none that are worth anything. I shoot my shot-gun on every 
thing with rifle sights only a trifle coarser than those I use on my 
rifle, and I find the difference to be very great on long shots, and 
on most close ones the birds are riddled much more than they 
were before I put the sights on. On ducks and on quails and 
rabbits, where there is any time at all, I catch these sights as de¬ 
liberately as I would on a rifle. On the second kind of shooting 
I find them just as useful as in the first, though 1 only get a 
glimpse of the brass front on,-. And in the third kind, though I 
don’t see them at all or any part of the gun, they do no barm 
whatever. I believe that anyone after a lime will do better shoot¬ 
ing with a gun so sighted, though they would for a time be apt 
to bother one not used to shooting on the run with a rifle. 

Another point seldom thought of is that the line of the center 
of the charge will from recoil vary with the weight of the charge 
used, some throwing a little mure up, some down, and all more 
or less ontward, according to weight of gun, weight of barrels, 
weight of charge, shape of the stock, and convergence of the 
barrels. This, however, belongs under another head. 

Now, most of these dIRiculties may be partly overcome by him 
who begins to shoot and continues to shoot without any aim at 
all. But whether they can be so nearly overcome as by beginning 
with the deliberate aim. Is very doubtful; while there Is scarcely 
room for doubtas to thedifference In the amount of ammunition 
required. Time aod again have many of the readers of this 
paper seen a tyro perform on prairie chickens, so young and slow 
that they could be caught with a serjop net almost as well as with 
a gun, and what in three cases out of four Is the trouble! Why, 
the Incessant bang, whang of both barrels that follows every 
“kuk-kuk-kuk,” as the bird bustles from the grass, repeated all 
day for days and weeks in succession, at the easiest of all birds 
to hit, with an average of about one bird to two days’ shooting I 
Is he not shooting by “intuition,'' “Instinctively,” "naturally 1” 

Is he not doing exactly what the good snap shot does—fixing bis 
sight on the bird aod firing as soon as the butt touches his shoul¬ 
der! Is be not shooting precisely as the Indian does with bis 
arrow! Why then does he fail! Mainly for those very reasons. 
And how doyou get your friend over bis troubles, and make him 
happy by the fall of an occasional bird! Is Ituot by making him 
sight bis bird along the barrel before be pulls! And how does 
he average one out of four within a week or two, one out of two 
the next season, and five out of six the next! Simply by keeping 
on In the same way. And when lu a few years after you find 
him pulling down woodcock and quail In cover in a way that 
makes you feel a trifle of envy, how did be get that skill! By 
continuing in the path in which you placed him. Such Is the 
way in which the majority of our crack game shots with the gun 
are made, and I believe always will be, while those who start the 
other way may reach the same goal, but will be likely to have a 
lunger and more nolseyand smoky road to travel. Wheu, there¬ 
fore, you decide which way to learn, let your first question be. 
How much time, patience, and above all, how much ammunition 
can I spend! 

As to the rifle I think there is little room for discussion. For 
hitting a small mark at any considerable distance there cancer^ 
talnly be no question as to the necessity of sights. But there Is 
a tendency In some to think that this Is not necessary for moving 
game, and pointing to the glass ball smashing, they say: “Look at ' 
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that, there is certainly no time to catch the sights. That’s the so¬ 
lution of the mystery. It Is trying to see the sights that has here¬ 
tofore made the rifle so useless on small moving game. Now the 
problem is solved. All you have to do is to shoot without them.” 

The fallacy here lies In calling the breaking of balls at eight 
or ten paces always lu the same position, and taken just on tlie 
turn or just below It, “rifle shooting.” It Is Indeed dune with a 
rifle, and that’s all. It is no more rifle shooting than doing the 
same thing with a shot-gun is shot-gun shooting. Any tyro can 
be taught to do It with a shot-gun In two weeks, and any fair shot 
with the shot-gun can very soon do It with the rifle. All such 
practice is beneficial, of course, for anything always beats nothing, 
but to suppose that It solves the mystery of rifle shooting on game 
is preposterous. Carver never became and never would have be 
come a good game shot by any amount of such ball shooting as 
be exhibits, but ou the contrary It was mere child’s play fur him 
to smash balls, because be was a crack game shot ^fore he be¬ 
gan. He or anyone else can do that pretty well with the sights 
taken off the rifle, but neither he uor any other roan can make 
any sort of a score on pigeons sprung at twenty-one yards without 
sights, and the greater the distance of the game the greater the 
necessity of having sights on. Though a person may flatter him¬ 
self that be dou’t use them, because he don’t see them as clearly 
as in target shooting, be is mistaken, as he will soon find out by 
trying to shoot without them. Ball shooting with a rifle must 
be excellent practice for a beginner with either rifle or gun, aod I 
believe in the doctrine laid down in the Paeifte L\fe by an emi¬ 
nent sportsman of San Francisco, that the rifle Is the better thing 
to commence with, even to acquire skill with the shot-gun. I 
know positively that the use of the rifle on running game has Im¬ 
proved my shot-gun shooting. And I would add to the above 
doctrine that the rifle sights be used also uti tbe shot-gun when 
tlie beginner changes to that. But 1 think the doctrine there re¬ 
ferred to Is not carried far enough. Shooting at balls a la Car¬ 
ver will soon develop great skill in the second method of shooting 
before laid dowu, and If continued will run Into tbe third method 
and become almost automatic. But that same practice will cre¬ 
ate ail almost irresistible tendency to shoot directly at the mark, 
which will be very bard to break one’s self of. As soon, therefore, 
as the learner finds the rifle come pretty regularly to the same jio- 
sitlon, and his eye developing great quickness In glancing along, 
—in short, when lie finds it quite easy to hit the ball— that prac¬ 
tice should be given up, and bis attention directed almost entirely 
to balls, wheels, or other objects moving ucroiui tbe line of fire, 
and at a distance where it Is absolutely Impossible to hit tliem 
without holding ahead of them. Though It Is not always Indis¬ 
pensable to bold ahead of crossing game, such a practice Is 
always safest and best. Though a quartering quail or grouse 
mag be hit by the edge of the load If shot directly at, and proba¬ 
bly will be if close, let you w ill never miss one, even if going at 
an angle of only ten degrees to tbe line ot fire, aod very close by 
bolding an Inch or two ahead. Tbe same is true to a still greater 
extent with the rifle on game, as tbe distances shot over arc gen¬ 
erally so much greater. Therefore I lay this down as sound ad¬ 
vice: Just as soon as you find It easy to raise your gun or rifle di¬ 
rectly on the mark,8top that practice almost entirely, and practice 
only on raising your gun into that point of space on the Hue of 
motion of tbe object in which It will be when the ball or center 
of tbe shot charge gets there. This you will find bard, but It will 
make yon a surer and steadier shot than any amount of tbe other 
practice can ever do.

The uamber of races over two miles 
baa dwindled from 86 to 70. whilst tbe races coder a mile have In¬ 
creased from 1088 to 1156—a decided Indication of the ability of tbo 
average Bnglisb thoroughbred to stay a distance. Wbat a falling off 
is 1 here from tbe dava of tbe Bari, Blue Gown, and Roaicruciao, when— 
in 186K—there were 806 racee run over couraea of two miles or over. 

Tbe fact that such Ie tbe case only makes ua further regret tbe 
probable death or Incapacitating of tbe Duke of Magenta, for we feel 
convinced that in him Mr. Lorllfard bad tbe means or showing to our 
cousins that tbe American thoroughbred Is a stouter anirna) than hia 
congener of BngUnd. It la Impossible to see why tbe conotry. so con¬ 
servative In other matters, allows this sort of deterioration to go on to 
its own manifest diaadvantage. Boreee for ultllly are not those that 
can race over a half mile or six forlunga coorse, aod then die away to 
nothing; but tough wear-and-tear aDlmale that have bone and subsiance 
to carry weight long distances without break down or Injury, yet at a 
fast pace. There are instances onw as then of good boreoa carrying 
heavy weights to the front In bandicapa, bat they are rare, and rather 
becanee tbe real of tbe field are Incapable of covering a distance except 
under a feather weight.

Stanford, of Oailfornia Is a atroog believer In a hack atUch of 
thoroughbred blood In tbe trotter of to-day. Thla in reality ia no more 
or leas than breeding back to the fountalu head, and though pre¬ 
dicted by the knowins onea an llUtlmed experiment, we believe It to 
he a step In tbo right direction. In this view Mesara. B. u. Bruce and 
J. Calm Simpson, concur, aud In commending the latter's opinion lu 
his recent review of Ijovemor Stanford's importation of thoroughbred 
mares, some claim that the trotter bss a fixed character, au loberit- 
auce of speed at the trotting gait, and au loherlUnceof mental quality 
adapting tbe horse to this especial use. This we utterly deuy. and 
demand the proof, for a more mlacellaTieonR-bred animal, as a general 
thing. Is uol to be found than the modem trotter. Tbe beat, and nearly 
the only known quantity of blood in our best trotters !•* derived di¬ 
rectly from tbe thoroughbred, tbe unknown blood largely preponder¬ 
ating. which witb equal Justice might be claimed aa tboroughDred am 
well as cold blood.

This can be easily 
done, but will those geoilemco please name a good trotter from the 
very beginning of rraiaing horses for trotting races down to the pres¬ 
ent day that has ever acquired fame or renown that has not a cross, 
nay more than one cross, of Ihorooghbred bioodf These gentlemen, 
advocates of cold blood, at least a majority, do not believe what they 
write, or are profonndly Ignoraut. Tberu fa not a trotter of any panic 
alar note but that their owner** attempt to trace them back to Imp 
Messenger, a airicily thoroughbred race-horse, with Just as little Incli¬ 
nation to trot as a majority of well-Bbaped race-horses, and the oftener 
the owner can strike tbe MesseDger strain In bis horae'e breeding, the 
more delighted lie ia Grant the fact as asserted by roost writers that 
Imp. Messenger is the source of our trotting strains, this conceseion ie 
Dotblog more than an acknowledgment that tbe thoroughbred can 
aod baa prodneed Irutt- rs. It is a confession that tbe origin of the trot¬ 
ter was fo the thoroughbred, aud what existed once, for tbe same lines 
of blood can be found, may be obialued from the same source again. 

Neairly every trotting atallioo advertised elaime to be a descendant 
and In-bred to imported Messenger. Now, if the .Messenger cross is so 
det'irable, why not seek tbe ramo Hues In its purest channels—the 
thoroughbredf Why seek this peculiar strain, if so desirable, adul¬ 
terated as it ia by tbe cumrnoD horse of the country, when It can be 
fouud so pure aua rich In thetborougbbredf Wbvcoudemogoatlemen 
for aelecting thoroughbred mares, rich to similar tinea of blood, to 
breed trotters from! If anyone familiar witb the breeding of imported 
Messenger win examine the breeding of tbe thoroughbred marea re¬ 
cently purchased by Bx-Goveruor Htanford, he will find that a large 
number ot them have this Messenger strain, aud that too coming 
through a pure line of ancestry, ancontaminated by cold blood. Win 
any sane man pretend to say that sneb a bred lot of mares are not more 
likely to breed a higher, faster, better and mose finished type of trot¬ 
ting borae than a cold-blooded horse? Tbe proposition looxs prepos¬ 
terous. The common b'>rseB, as a class, are horses without beauty and 
finish, ciirby hocks, big feet, upright pasterns, aod no heart to stay a 
distance of gronod. Look aronnd you. la this not a true picture of a 
majority of the trotting stailiooH of common blood In tbe country that 
have none of the refimng iufiuence of tbe thoroughbred? 

If wu desired tbe Messenger strain we>hou)d go to tbe thoroughbred, 
where wevcould find clean ilmbs. beautiful beads and necks, long, 
elaatlc and spriogiog pasterns, aod hearts to compas twenty miles 
within lbe hour. Through many of the thoroughbred families the 
Messenger cross is closer, more dlri-cl, purer, better, more access ble, 
because more reliable, than through tbe ill-bred, coarse barrel-headed, 
cow-hocked, spongy-boned, flat-ftmled and falut-hearted siallione that 
claim descent from Imported Messenger. 

We suppose it will be considered heresy when we say that an uglier, 
coarser, meaner looking brote of a borse never stood ou four legs than 
Rysdyk'n llambietoolao. We mean for shape, form and contour.wlih- 
QUt refurence to bln breeding aud progeny. Tbe great redeeming qnal- 
(ly be possessed was that he rarely bred after blroself.for it wouM have 
been impofsible for a horse of bis shape aod form to have ever trotted 
a heft in tbe thirties. It took the refining Influence of American Star, 
nearly thoroughbred, the Clays and other horses of extrt good form to 
redeem bis get. for Ryedyk's Hambletonian never sired u son or daugh¬ 
ter the counternart of himself that could trot, aod it was only when be 
bred away from bis own form and shape that they have been success- 
fal. Can anyone recall or know of one of bis get that looked like their 
sire that could trot in 8;8or We do not. We have the highest opinion 
of Ryskyk's Uambletonian as a sire and bla breeding, bnt ss to the 
horse himself we never saw a more common and uoprepossesBing ani¬ 
mal. lie did wonders at th<' stud aod bss left a line of valnable sons 
and daughtere. but none of ihem that we can recall of any value that 
look like or bear a close resemblance to tbeirsire.

We once found a eiUcaiia at Eagle lake, in the act of swallowing 
a good-sized minnow that he bad just seized.” But don't kill 
harmless snakes, they are both useful and beautiful.

Sporting Dogs of the Seiison—No. 2. 

Gordon Setters—(Continued.) 

BY “lEATUEBHEAD.” 

In my last 1 remarked that Gordon settera bad not been ad¬ 
vanced by shows to the same extent ns many other breeds, and 
to account for this I attribute a want of consistency In judging 
the black and tans as a rule. I might bring proof to substantiate 
this opinion by referring back to the records of the shows, as at 
the outset some exceedingly good specimens of the Gordon family 
were shown. There was Jobllng's Dandy, Argyle II., Old Kent, 
Brougham, Maiquia, Rokeby, and Reuben that could well com¬ 
pare with the best of the present day', and it would. In fact, be 
difficult at the present moment to point to a brace that could be 
considered superior to any of the above named. Like every other 
breed of animals, the most authentic strain of blood has lived 
the longest, and been marked with the greatest success, for the 
palm muat be fairly given to Reuben aa the patriarch of the beat 
Gordons of the present day. Kent was most probably a grand 
bred dog, but as there was little to prove It, ho was bred from, 
perbapa, more promiscuously than with that judgment which In 
moat cases makes a breed. Every sort of Gordon bitch was sent 
to Kent, and therefore, as a matter of course, he got a good deal 
of rubbiab, with a few gems here and there to show what he 
might have done if his favora had been of a more select order. 
Brougham, whose pedigree might have been good or not, got 
several subsequent winnera, but the strain does not appear to 
have been very lasting, and there are many more pedigrees to be 
traced to Argyle 11., who, like Kent, was moat probably a very 
grand bred dog, but no one appeared to be In tbe exact position 
to prove It, and Marquia might have been the best or the worst 
bred dog In the world, according to his brief description, which 
named bis sire as Prince and bis dam as Fan. Reuben and Rokeby 
were, on the contrary, clearly descended from a very old lino of 
Gordon setters, as both were bred from Lord Rosslyn's kennel, 
and In each case there is an authentic record of a black and tan 
ancestry for many generations. Reuben, who waa bred by .Mr. 
Malcolm, waa by Milo out of Lord Rosalyn’a Ruin, who. If I am 
not mistaken,was clalmed,mucb to tbe dlaguat of Lord Roaslyn,at 
a Birmingham show by Mr. Malcolm, who put her to hla own dog 
Milo, a eon of Jobllng’a Dandy, who traced hla pedigree down to 
a dog and bitch belonging to tbe late Duke of Gordon, whilst 
Ruin's pedigree ran to a bitch called Duebesa, bred by her 
Grace the late Duebeaa of Gordon. Rokeby waa bred something 
like Reuben, aud the first volume of tbe Kennel Club Stud Book 
records, on the joint testimony of Lord Roeelyn, Sir Q. Baird and 
Sir J. Oglivy, that he was bred by Sir Q. Baird’s Grouse out of 
Kbona, by Racer out of tbe above-mentioned Roto—all black aud 
tana—Grouae being by Lord Soutbesk’a Grouae (black and tan), 
out of Fan (black and Un), the latter being by a black and tan 
belonging to Colonel Gordon Drummond, out of Nell (bred by 
the Duke of Northumberland), and Lord Southesk’e Grouse was 
by a large black and tan setter, out of a black and white bitch 
purchased to Cumberland. 

The color In Lord Rosslyn’s Rokeby U, therefore, many genera¬ 


tions removed from a white Introduction, and there Is no record 
of white In the pedigree of Ruin, so that If Milo was cor¬ 
rectly descended, which Is more than probable, considering how 
keen Mr. Malcolm was to obtain an old strain, for If be bad not 
claimed Ruin It la probable that very little, excepting from Lord* 
Rosslyn’s kennel, would have been worth an Inspection at the 
present day. Rokeby left some very grand speclraena of the 
sort In Lord Rosslyn’s kennels, and It la rather odd that we have 
not beard more of Rokeby bitches, considering that Ills lordship 
baa allowed the public an opportunity to purchase several at his 
annual sales. The very best of Gordon breeding would have been, 

I should Bay, a cross back to Ruin, through the produce of Rokeby 
and Reuben, but aa Rokeby has not been at the service of the 
public, the adherence to this famous Gordon family has depended 
on Reuben, and hence his reputation as the greatest sire of the 
breed that has been known. He was bred In 1863 and was ex¬ 
ceedingly good looking, of a maguiticent color, which specialty 
has been remarkable through tbe whole of bis numerous progeny 
He waa four times champion atBlrmlngham,aod a champion at the 
Crystal Palare,belng never out of a prize list where be was shown, 
but it is at tbe stud where bis name will ever live,so long as Gordons 
are appreciated by sportsmen of all countries, for of late years very 
few good ones have been seen without a strain of bis blood in them. 

A very grand son of bis Is champion Lang, perfect In color, with 
a beautiful head, and brim full of quality at all points. From 
Lang also springs about the must famous stock of the day, and 
I expect we shall see more of him yet, as Lang bitches are said 
to be tbe Gordons to breed from, but sires by Lang also have 
made their mark, for Mr. Alllsoo’s (late Mr. Trevithick’s) Ronald, 
by Lang out of Norab, by Kent out of Dnehess, by Ned, son of 
Brougham, so a combination of tbe first heroes of the show 
bench is quite one of the stud dogs of the day, for be Is the sire 
of Mr. Trevithick’s Rock, who Is his turn is the sire of Grouse, 
who was sold by Mr. Parsons to go to America this year. Mr. 
Allison bought Ronald, after be bad used him to a bitch inbred 
to Reuben and in a litter of six there were was not one with a 
single white hair. This proves what I said last week, tliat Gor¬ 
dons can be perfectly bred for color. Tbe Americans got a good 
sire in Grouse, for Mr. Parsons would not have parted with him 
excepting that he felt he bad a better one growing up that was 
atm a little nearer the Reuben line—namely. In Bob, a magnifi¬ 
cent young dog by Lang, out of Floss, one of the handsomest 
bitches in existence, as ia well known by those who have seen lier 
on the bench. She throws them true to color, as I have seen 
another of her sons by Lang that is certain to make a prize taker. 
Mr. Parsons’ team are about the most even that comes to the 
shows, and being a close stickler for blue blood only, and the 
characteristics of color and coat, bis kennel is sure to become 
very celebrated. One of the best bred Gordons in England must 
be .Mr. Trevithick’s Monarch, bred by Captain Rankin, as he was 
got by Laog out of Rbona, by Reuben out of Nell, her dam by 
Kent. This la inbreeding to Reuben, and there are not many 
that are bred in a like manner. Monarch, I know, is an exceed¬ 
ingly good-looking one, and Mr. Trevithick must think a good 
deal of him to have kept him iu preference to Ronald. Captain 
Rankin has frequently shown good-looking dogs, and notably 
there was Rupert, by Stoke’s Shot out of Kbona. Stoke’s Shot 
appears in several pedigrees of the day, and very notably in Mr. 
Howard Mapplebeck’s Blossom, who was got by Shot out of Bloom. 
Here, unfortunately, one comes to the end of Blossom’s uedigree, 
for there is no Bloom in the Kewtcl Club Hiud Book of an age 
likely to be his dam. The quarter, however, from whence be waa 
bred would denote a good parentage on both sides, but why will 
not breeders aud owners be scrupulously particular in looking up 
pedigrees! and if they belong to dogs that are made nubile char¬ 
acters through the shows, or by being put to the stud, it should 
be put forth In print. Nothing annoys me more than half a ped¬ 
igree, aud I know owners are not always to blame, but breeders 
are in not giviog all they know. I am myself In the same posl- 
tlsn as other owneisin possessing dogs that I would give anything 
to know tbe exact back breeding. I know they are as perfectly 
bred as dogs can be, and I know pretty well the source they come 
from, but there is tbe name of the maternal granddam or great 
grauddaui that the stupid breeder did not thluk it worth while 
to recollect. This la the reason that I am such an advocate for 
tbe Lavvracks, aa with them you can trace ten or a dozen genera¬ 
tions with the most absolute certainty, and consequently the 
pleasure is enhanced iu breeding them. I look upon the pedigree 
of Gordons as tbe moat important breed of any dogs in the whole 
Stud Book, as a great many people have crossed Gordons with 
both Irish and English setters, and although I do not believe that 
either is a bad cross, it should be made optional to breeders 
whether they would prefer to stick to the Gordon family proper, 
or strain into crossed blood. They are all eligible for shows, 
both the pure aud the crossed, as the denomination is not Gor¬ 
don, but black and tan; therefore, if I get a black and tan 
Laverack, which by some theories might be possible, I could 
show It as a Gordon. This is very funny, but It 
la true; and the breeders of the pure only want time 
to cstabliah In their own minds which Is pure. I should say the 
best sign of all Is color, and if I was to start a Gordon kennel now 
with half a dozen bitches I should select half a dozen of the stud 
dogs of the day that I fancied the most, by what I knew of their 
breeding and looks, and I should show the greatest reveixmcc to 
the one that produced puppies tliat were the best colored black 
and tans, and the freest from white. A just decision could not 
be obtained until the bitches were tried with more doga thsn one, 
to see what propeosity they had to throw right and proper ones; 
but such policy us I am here advocating would bring out a cor¬ 
rect result iu time. I am certain it Is necessary to do this to be¬ 
come eventual y successful, for If one determined to breed from 
only the known pedigree ones, there would be a great chance of 
missing out some of the best dogs of tbe day. For Instance, 
there ia Richardson’s Duke, a lovely Gordon to my eye, and, I 
think, to the eyes of most other people; but be is dishonored by 
that vagabond sort of description (pedigree unknown). I fully 
believe that Duke Is one of the very best bred Gordons iu the 
world, as he could not have all the characterlstlcB of the breed In 
so many perfect proportions If he was not, and therefore I should 
chance breeding from him with so perfect a bitch as I could find, 
and watch the result closely. Tbe Rev. T. Pearce had to pursue 
very similar pol cy to this as regards Keut, as more particularly 
at the time, he was In the dark about Kent’s pedigree, though 
appearances justified him In believing that It was aa perfect as 
possible. The reverend gentleman hod decidedly some of the 
best bltehee of the day in Regent Ruby, and Old Moll; but 
whether he succeeded to the extent he anticipated, I cannot 
venture an opinion. That he was right to give such a grand 
specimen as Kent every sort of chance, no one will attempt to 
deny, and I think others might be right to follow a similar policy 
as regards Mr. Richardson’s Duke. It is easier certainly to see 
what others have done, as, if you can perceive a success or signs 
of success, you are ao many steps in progress towards the 
sUndard of perfection you anticipate. Therefore, to bear in mind 
the very authentic pedigree of Lord Rosalyn’a Rokely, la some¬ 
thing in hand decidedly, and the blood of Reuben traced through 
Ruin la another point worth particular notice, whilst such a fact 
that Mr. Parsons’ Floss has been a consistent breeder of perfect 
colored ones, crossed with such doga aa Mr. Trevethlck’a Rock, 
by Ronald, eon of Lang, and with Lang hlmaelf, is an indication 


that descendants of Floss are very likely sort of animals to breed 
from. Future generations two or three times removed from a 
source is generally both In horses and dogs a great proof that 
such a source was correct, aud It Is to Kent's credit that bis 
granddaughters, and great granddaughters in particular, have 
shown a great aptitude to produce the beet types of tbe Gordon 
setter. In this article I have mentioned two bitches that have 
produced whole Utters without a single white hair amongst them, 
namely, tbe above-mentioned Floss knd Norah, the dam of Ron¬ 
ald, tbe latter being a daughter of Kent’s; and Floss's pedigree 
runs by Ranger out of Nell, by Lynn, son of Kent. Besides 
these two there is that beautiful bitch Regalia, shown by the late 
Roland Wood, who had some wonderfully good-looking ones, and 
she has two crosses of Keut In her through her aire Lang, who 
was got by Reuben out of Mona, by Swarrow, whose pedi¬ 
gree waa unknown, out of Bonnie, by Kent, out of Old Moll, the 
dam of Regalia being Romp, by Douce II., son of Kent. Mr. 
Roland Wood's champion Duchess was a daughter of Kent's 
also, and the aforesaid Steke’s Shot, tbe sire of Blossom, was by 
Bruce out of La Relne, by Kent, the latter being an own slater to 
tbe field trial winner ^x; and Rock, the sire of Parson’s Grouse 
was also out of a Kent hitch, Rhine V.; so Grouse bad three 
crosses of Kent in him, as has also Mr. Parsons’ young sire Bob. 
There Is a labyrinth of difficulty in discussing Gordon or black 
and tan pedigrees, as a great many of the dogs In the Stud Book 
can be traced at no great length, and many are not known at all; 
but It appears tolerably plain sailing to get a fair share of Kent 
and Reuteo blood to serve as the basis of a kennel, and for this 
purpose such dogs as Lang, Ronald and Bob can hardly be rec¬ 
ommended too highly, for. apart from their combinations of Kent 
and Reuben, they are all first-class In tbe field, the sire of tbe 
latter brace having proved It in field trials, and the two younger 
ones are warranted performers. I believe In In-breeding to get 
fully Into the purity of a strain, and I should advise, at this stage 
of Gordon setter breeding, a continuance of the In-breeding of tbe 
Kent strain with tbe Reuben, having the strongest preference for 
tbe tribe of Reuben. Life. 


Mr. MorgAii Nhotvs up Hr. Davidson’s Consistency.

I am sorry to stir up anything in regard to field trials that 
would make them anything but pleasant and something we can 
all look back to with pleasure. My communication to you In 
regard to what you said or did not say I gave with pleasure, as It 
was but simple justice, and from the number of statements that 
have appeared over gentlemen's and sportsmen’s signatures is a 
sufficient guarantee to tbe public at large that the canny Scott 
from Monroe, Mich., Is a little oil, and as he remarked to one of 
the gentlemen at the St. Paul bench show. It was “a bad day when" 
he came to Minnesota. In my article I said such a man is not to 
he encouraged. In saying this I only quoted .Mr. Davidson’s 
own words regarding me when be said such a man Is not 
to be encouraged, and on being asked the reason why, he replied: 
"Becauae he shoots for themarket and Iwshoois them on the ground." 
What brought forth the remark was: [wasguUty of owning and 

running Prairie Belle to tbe front iu the Xursery Stakes and 
piloting that grand old Friend to the front also, in tbe Champion 
Stakes—as you will see a tery serious offense ,—and In his reply Mr. 
Davidson does not deny tlie charge I made at the time In regard 
to Prairie Belle’s flush, but Instead he branches off on what he 
knows to be a malicious falsehood as regards my shooting over 
the preserves of the Held trials. 

That I shot for the market while In Minnesota, I do not deny. 1 
prefer “paying my own way," to being *'srcond fiddle" and lick 
spUUe to any party, and I do not think It any of John Davidson’s 


business. 

And now In regard to my shooting over the preserves I will 
give the facta ss they are: On leaving SL Paul there were in the 
party Mr. E. F. Stoddard, of Dayton, Ohio, Mr. Thrus Hawk, of 
same place, Mr. C. B. Whitford, of St. Louis, Mr. Geo. Waddlng- 
tou, of Geneva, Iowa, and myself. On arriving at Sauk Centre 
Mr. Whitford and myself remained at the Centro, and the bal¬ 
ance of the party went at once to camp with Mr. Bean&oti. I 
would say right here that Mr. Whitford had no entries In the 
trials and it was not essential that he should be there, and I hav¬ 
ing only one. Prairie Belle, did not consider it worth while to go 
Into camp. Between the two of ua we had fourteen doga, and we 
could not procure fomi and accommodations for them In camp. 
On Sunday morning we concluded to go and see how they were 
located at caiDp,and drove out. On ourway we killed three or four 
chickens; these we left nt camp, besides two or three others I shot 
In company with Geo.Waddiugton. While there I made arrange¬ 
ments with Mr. Notcstlnc for accommodations for Mr.Whitford 
and myself for three or four weeks or as long as we wished to re¬ 
main. ' Wc then returned to Sauk Center for our traps, and on 
Monday we returned anil took up our quarters. Tuesday morn¬ 
ing, the dav of the trials, Mr. Whitman came to me and said: 
“Dick, the report la you have shot over all the ground we are to 
hunt over.'’ I very promptly told him It was not so, and asked 
for tlie Informant, which he did not give at tbe time, and not 
knowing who he was, I asked you, Mr. Editor, os a favor to speak 
tothe gentlemeu present for me, which you did. I have since found 
out that Mr. Bean-son, the bean merchant from St Cloud, 
the man who was to feed the Held trial party, started 
the story. He made the remark that we were at the 
lake os hangers-on because we did not see lit to board with him 
for $3 a day each and become bean calcrs. Now Mr. Beamon 
waa In the crowd at the time when you made the statement and 
It was for him to make good hie statement. I would say here I 
paid Jfr. Benson $3 for Mr. Whltford’s lunch and my own 
on Sunday, consisting of chickens killed by ourselves, a little 
coffee aud a/ear Beans. I am giving you the facte, to If I am 
misstating anything 1 am willing to be corrected ^ 
know thelfacte; for this reason I give names. But to I'ntndJohn, 
he. If you remember, stepped up to you and said you had put 
your foot In lt,or something to that effect; Ids exact wo™® I can¬ 
not recall, but to say the least they were entirely uncalled for. I 
will say now If John Davidson or any body else wlahea toJinow 
jnat how many birds I killed they can write to the steward, Mr. 
Green, of the MetropollUn Hotel, and he no doubt will toll him 
Yea, I told them and got the money for them. And now to show

you tbe consistency and manliness of John Davidson, he came to 
me In St. Paul and said: “Dick, 1 unni to go uiIA you and thoot 
for Uu market and divide." Just think of It. This was previous 
to the Dench Dhow. He even went so far as to get my address 
from a gentleman In Chicago to come where I was at Madella, 
Minn. Suhsequently be went with Mr. Beaupre, the president of 
the Minnesota Kennel Club to or near St. James and I went to 
Big Lake. While st the bench show 1 showed John a statement 
of sales made to tbe Metropolitan Hotel and he then again made 
the proposition to go with me after the trials and shoot for the 
market. Now Mr. Davidson has a great deal to say In regard to 
my shooting tor the market. I have never denied having shot 
fur the market. I consider It a privilege every man has the right 
to do with his game as he wlshes,and If be Is unfortunate and not 
to be able to give his game away, why let him sell It. Before 
leaving Mr. Davidson I would ask him bow much Ae got for the 
birds that be and the Boston Gentlemen shot while In Minnesota. 
Ask he tbe v/an on tbe train who bought them. He says he paid 
John Davidson fifteen cents each for sharp tailed grouse and 
chickens. John, you sold below the market rates. Tou are a 
nice one to talk about market shooters! Why Is your memory so 
short that you have forgotten tbe quails you sold In Memphis 
previous to your running Isabella that you said you only got 
f 1.25 a dozen for, while 1 got 11.59 for mine; also that your bill I 
paid at the hold teas from the proceeds of quails shot at tbe time. I 
think the less you say about market shooters the better you are 
off. In England tbe Lord of tbe Manor sells his game. I 
would like at some future time, Mr. Editor, to give my views as 
regards the market shooter. I would not have trespassed on 
your valuable space this time only that I desire to show the con¬ 
sistency of the gentleman from Monroe, .Mich., who I believe has 
shot for tbe market and has sold as much If not more game than 
any man in America.

The Minnesota Field Trials. 


[/'Vorn Forest and Strrum.] 

St. Louis, Dec. 30, 1878. 

Ecitok Forest asi) Stream :—In replying to the statements 
of .Mr. Mullikeo in your Issue of the 26lh Inst., wherein he at¬ 
tempts to whip me over Mr. Rowe’s back, I would premise by 
saying that you undoubtedly recognize this matter ae a personal 
fight betweeu the judges themselves, and between the judges and 
the public, but would add that I am convinced you will in the In¬ 
terest of future shows and field trials admit to your columns such 
evidence as Is necessary to show the true position of each. 

I do not propose to simply declare some “facts” are false, but 
will prove them so by testimony of a character not to be Im¬ 
peached, and to show the position of tbe lion. geoGeman on the 
37th day of November, 1 offer tbe following extract from bis let¬ 
ter to me of that date: “I believe all the judges acted on all 
decisions honestly and according to their best judgment, and out¬ 
siders have nothing to do with the matter,” and adds: “I have 
tbe kindest feelings toward you and .Mr. Davidson, whatever may 
be said by any one hostile to either.” All of which Is in strange 
contrast with bis allusions to mo In his statements concerning Mr. 
Rowe. From the way he speaks of that gentleman walking arm 
in arm with one of the judges, one would think be considered 
such an act a crime; If this Is the case we would like bis objec¬ 
tions, and as I plead guilty of being the judge this is aimed at, I 
not only acknowledge the charge, but will say with pleasure, that 
on more than one occasion I was so close to tbe editor of 
Forest and Utrearn that Mr. Mullikeo could not tell upon oath 
whether or not we also were “arm In arm,” and, as many will 
bear me witness, there were times during the trial that this Hon. 
gentleman could not have told whether we were two or a myriad. 
It is an actual fact, Mr. Editor, that I sat on tbe ground with 
Mr. Hallock while be made a plan of the battle over Nellie,-and 
it Is with a high appreciation of that gentleman’s worth that I 
take pleasure In recording the fact that be favored my position 
and complimented me for having convinced a Scotchman. 

The version of tbe controversy in regard to Nellie's point, as 
given by Mr. Mulllken, must appear to those of your readers that 
have ever witnessed a field trial, either a poor attempt to 
cover a fraud, or an error of judgment that a school-boy should 
blush to commit. It Is easy to see how there may be a difference 
of opinion between a point and a flush, or a false point and 
nothing; but between a point and a false point there la no room 
for discussion, as it Is positively one thing or tbe other beyond a 
doubt. The one is a point where no bird is found, and the other 
a bonajide point on game, which Is proven by the presence of a 
bird within reasonable distance of where the point Is made. Now, 
the facts In relation to tbe disputed point made by Nellie are 
strictly as follows: She roaded a bird into a slough and for a 
long distance down wind, finally making a firm stand, which Mr. 
Mulllken was first to accept, saying to me: “There, I call that a 
point,” to which I agreed. As Mr. Sanborn walked In to put up 
the bird bis dog ranged off to the right, having passed the bird 
lying about twenty feet to tbe left of her point; Mr. Mulllken, 
taking it for granted that there was no bird there, proceeded to 
mark the dog a demerit for a false point, to which Mr. Sanbnm 
objected. I then said to give the dog a chance to find the bird, 
and told Mr. Sanborn that unless she did find a bird we should 
be obliged to score her a false point. Before I bad finished the 
sentence, Mr. Davidson, who had been some distance to tbe rear 
and right of us, came up between Mr. Mulllken and myself, and 
flushed tbe bird within twenty feet of where the dog had eetah- 
llsbed her point This of course was tbe necessary proof that 
tbe point was not false, and I at once gave her credit for it. Mr. 
Davidson, who evidently had not seen the whole work, appeared 
very much surprised that I should give a dog a point for a bird 
be bad flushed while tbe dog was in motion, and be' became so 
enraged at tbe Idea that it was some Gme before I could make 
him understand that tbe dog bad once established s point on the 
bird, and we were looking for It os he came up and flushed It. 
Mr. Mulllken, it would seem, bad already scored the false point 
that be expected she would get, and bad not changed it when the 
bird was found; so just as Mr. Davidson began lo see through the 
matter he looked over Mr. Mulllken’s score, found Nellie charged 
with a false point, and marked tbe same on his own. I endeav¬ 
ored to show Mr. Mulllken how he had erred, and about all he 
had to say was that he bad ordered the dog to road up the bird. 
He was willing to acknowledge that tbe dog bad established a 
point, and a bird was found that “might have been” the one she 
pointed, hut he seemed to have an Idea that this particular dug 
should have walked straight to the bird and put It up. Mr. D. 
again put In his oar and gave me to understand that It was two 
against one, and In reply I think he understood me to say I saw 
clearly through his little game, and did not propose to see the 
dog fraudulently dealt with; and I am sorry to say It was only 
afier much emphatic language on my part that he consented to 
see the matter as It really stood, and changed bis score to agree 
with mine. Mr. Mulllken’e statement—that the point was 
granted by two judges against one to heal the disturbance, would 
come with a poor grace from him, even If It was true; for two 
judges that would so far forget their duty to other competitors 
as to grant what they were positive a dog was not entitled to 
must surely have a poor opinion of themselves, to say tbe least of 
It. And now, to draw as mild a case as possible on Mr. Mulllken, 

I cau truly say I fully agreed with Mr. Davidson In tbe early part 


of the trial, that It would not do to depend on bis judgment, Mr. 
D. considering him wholly unfit for tbe position. This fact be¬ 
came more apparent as tbe trials progressed, which Mr. Davidson 
thought to turn to account by changing his tactics to bidding for 
bis vote, hoping thereby, according to the plan of eight to seven, 
to alt down on my score and place bis favorites with the consent 
of bis colleague. For the damage done I hold .Mr. Davidson per¬ 
sonally responsible, arrd pity Mr. Mulllken for bis weakness. 

On tbe small target Mjr. Dkvidsou set up In a recent Issue of 
Forest and Stmam, tlgkt here let me make a “bull’s eye" with 
shells of bis own loamug. He says and declares be can prove it, 
that his score lo tbe Nursery States was copied from mine, but In 
bis manipulations to osUlillsta another point bis right hand so far 
loses its cunuing that he sends for publication in the CuicsOo 
Field an entirely .different score that be swears Is mine. Now, 
according to bis statement ae recorded In the Forest and Stream 
over Ills own signature, and his other statement as recorded In 
CuiCAOO Field under “Shamrock,’’ It becomes apparent that 
he has lost his little hatchet when we look at the official score, for 
he clearly says his score Is from mloe,and our scores must,according 
to his showing, be official; and since this score, which be paraded 
at Detroit for the purpose of proving his honest capacity to judge 
tbclr show, and afterward sent to “Shamrock” for publication, is 
not like tbe official scorn, he no doubt will take back one or the 
other of his statements rather than stand convicted of a falsehood 
by his own testimony. 

I have still another stick of bis own rearing, and will use It 
precisely as I found it, additional weight not being necessary to 
break it to atoms. This is word for word what he wrote to a 
competitor: “Mr. M. and I think you were unjustly kept out of 
point which you were entitled to, by Mr. Whliford, on bis own 
responsibility alone, without speaking anything to the other 
judges about the matter.” 

He slrengthens his statement by assuring tbe gentleman that 
both himself and Mr. Mulllken saw tbe whole matter. 

Does Mr. Davidson wish us to believe he was writing what be 
knew to be false, or would he have It stand as above quoted! 
Tell me, ye lovers of justice, your opinion of a brace of judges 
that will stand quietly by and permit men whom their honor 
should bind them to protect to be unjustly robbed of a point 
honestly earned I What would our field trials come to If this sort 
of proceeding was permitted to go unnoticed) They would die 
an Ignoble death, from which they could not be resuscitated. 
And it were better that It should be so than to have trials run as 
Mr. Davidson attempted to run the Minnesota event. 

In conclusion, I beg to assure Mr. Davidson and Mr. Mulllken 
that though they join forces and attempt to kick against their 
fate, that 1 have still more nuts for them to crack, which 1 will 
promptly present if they will give me the opportunity.

Editor “Forest and Stream”: —In regard to assertions 
made in a Chicago paper about the score In tbe Nursery Stakes 
being changed at the Minnesota field trials so as to place Tempest 
before Jennie, and that such could be proven, tbe facts In the 
case are as follows: When Mr. Lincoln came Into the tent lo 
which we were figuring up tbe scores of tbe puppies which bad 
run in tbe Nursery States and asked for tbe score, Mr. Whitford 
stated to him that bis score was too much crossed up to give him, 
but that If fie 'would give him another blank be would make out 
tbe score for him. Mr. Lincoln then procured for him another 
blank, on which he made out the score and gave It to Mr. Lin¬ 
coln. I was in tbe tent while this was being done. My score 
was never out of ray poeseaslon (In the Nursery Stakes), ueltber 
was It changed after being made, and I defy any one to prove 
that It was. I supposed then, as I do now, that the duty of a 
judge was to give each dog the respective figures of merit or de¬ 
merit that be considered him entitled to, whether or not It suited 
an imaginative reporter. To contradict the Impression that those 
Insinuations might lead some to entertain that I had changed my 
score or that my score was tbe one given to Mr. Lincoln in the 
Nursery Stakes, is my reason for again briefly trespassing on your 
generous columns. 

Like many others, I can testify to the gentlemanly, unofficious 
and courteous behavior of tbe representative of the Forest and 
Stream at the Minnesota field trials.

DlReaeeB of Dogs. 


BY DR. A. E. BUZZARD, M.B.O.V.S.L. 


PNBUMONIA, 

Inflammation of tbe parenchyma (substance) of the lungs. Is 
of frequent occurrence in the dog. It commences either as bron¬ 
chitis, or it may arise in tbe substance of the lungs from tbe very 
commencement. Tbe symptoms shown are, strong shivering 
fits, there Is an absence of spasms of the muscles of tbe chest 
os in pleurisy. Inspirations long, expirations short, the air expired 
Is perceptibly hotter than natural, which Is not the case In 
pleurisy, nostrils red inside, cough violent, tbe eyes anxious and 
bloodshot, the dog obstinately sits up, often the tongue pro¬ 
trudes, tbe expectoration at the commencement Is mucous, then 
viscid and transparent, and. In some cases. It Is rusty. Viscidity 
and transparency are, however, the characteristics; pulse quick, 
full and soft Bronchitis and pleurisy frequently are attendants 
upon pneumonia; tubercles, emphysema (that affection of the 
lungs. In which the tissue is morbidly distended with sir), etc.; 
the heart Is also often affected, tbe brain Is affected, and if the 
cerebral symptoms are severe, we have tbe lung affection masked 
The liver is, also, sometimes affected, causing what some authors 
call bilious pneumonia. Other organs are more or less affected, 
tbe stomach and bowels, kidneys, etc. The prognosis is varia¬ 
ble; being favorable when a dog has been in good health and 
treated early; but when the disease is complicated with affections 
of tbe brain, liver, or heart. It is more or less unfavorable. In 
the treatment of pneumonia I would at tbe onset In strong ani¬ 
mals, bleed freely, snd repeat according to circumstances. Blis¬ 
ters are not advisable In tbe acute stages, but are of benefit when 
the active inflammatory symptoms have been mastered, bv 
checking the Inflammation and preventing collapse. The tartrate 
of antimony and potash Is of great service In this disease In 
combination with opium. I would recommend the following 
formula: tartar emetic, a quarter of a grain to a grain; opium, 
one to two grains; nitrate of potash, three to five grains; make 
Into a pill with confection, and give to the dog every six hours. 
Tbe next remedv In power Is mercury. It is mostly given when 
there Is hepatization (thickening of tbe tissue, approaching to 
the substance of the liver) of tbe lungs. It should be given so as 
to produce a general Impression upon tbe system. In doses from 
a quarter to half a grain. In combination with Ipecacuanha, lo 
half to one and a half grain doses, if the disease should not 
yield. It Is necessary, if we have a highly phlogistic state of sys¬ 
tem, either to recur to depletcnts, or, If tbe strength Is failing, 
administer stimulants. 

The pathology of pneumonia. —In the first Instance we have en¬ 
gorgement of the lung by blood; we have hepatization, tbe lung 
assuming the appearance of liver, arising from tbe overflow of 
nutritive function in the blood; It also sometimes Is fragile, aris¬ 
ing from the deposit of soft, fresh lymph. The color of the hep- 


atlzed lung varies with the quantity of blood effused, sometimes 
being red, at others violet-colored, and when opened It la granu¬ 
lated. In the next stage we have yellow hepatization, or suppu- 
, ration taken place. The change in this stage Is the conversion 
of the lymph, etc., luto a soft, friable yellow matter, and finally 
Into pus; the tissue loses Its granular appearance, and becomes 
more smooth and polished, and by placing the lung under a 
stream of water, the substance (parenchyma) Is removed, and 
only the bronchial tubes remain, and these tubes contain purulent 
matter. Gangrene (mortification) Is apt to (K;cur In this stage. 
In an attack of pneumonia supervening upon any other affection 
of the lungs. It Is called Intercurrent pneumonia. 

larynoitis and uro.ncuouelb. 

Laryngitis consists In Inflamfuatlon of tbe larynx, which is an 
Irregular cartilaginous tube, forming the upper part of tbe wind¬ 
pipe, and Is an organ of voice. Laryngitis Is divided Into acute 
and chronic. When acute It la a very daugerous disease. It 
often commences as an ordinary cold. It Is characterized by a 
difficult and prolonged, sonorous rcsplraliou; there la also a 
hoarse and evidently painful cough, when the respiration is much 
Impeded, from constriction of the larynx; there Is anxiety of 
tbe countenance, which is well marked In the dug; the nostrils 
are dilated, and all the signs of suffocation are present. I have 
known death to take place In eight hours from the first attack. 
Tbe causes of acute laryngitis are, exposure to cold and wet, or 
by swallowing corroding liquids; and It often occurs In the course 
of eruptive fever, which the dog Is subject to. 

The pathological characters are Injection and thickening of tbe 
lining membrane, and swelling of tbe cellular tissue, lufiamma- 
tlon of the epiglottis (one of tbe cartilages of the laryme, which 
Is useful In preventing the food falling Into tbe glottis), with tbe 
production of serum and pus In the cellular tissue. The prognosis 
of this disease Is unfavorable, especially when tbe disease has 
lasted long, and tbe difficulty of breaking is increasing. The 
treatment must be early and energetic, or it will be of no use. 
We must prevent effusion by reducing the Inflammation, and 
when effu:.lon has taken place, to prevent the obstruction which 
It causes to respiration from producing mortal Injury to the 
functions; and so remove the effused matter. We must bleed 
largely, but not so syncope, and repeat If necessary, then give a 
brisk calomel purge—calomel, three to six grains; Jalap, ten to 
twenty grains, mix with syrup, and give as a pill, then give the 
following every two hours: Nitrate of potash, three to five grains; 
tartar emetic, a quarter of a grain, mix. and put dry on the dug’s 
tongue; also apply countcr-irrttation to the side of the neck, 
nothing better than tbe mustard, turpentine, and ammonia prep- 
atlon. If all that has been done should prove unsuccessful, R 
will be necessary to perform the operation of bronchotomy. It Is 
sometimes necessary to apply counter-irritation to the chest, 
especially If there are any signs of bronchitis; but no time should 
be lost In calling In a skilled veterinary surgeon, If obtainable. 

Chronic laryngitis Is more common than the acute variety. It 
may arise from the acute, or from frequent catarrhal inD.imraa- 
tlon. It comes on Insidiously. Tbe symptoms of this affection 
are, a hoarse and husky cough, and strldulous bark, tbe respira¬ 
tion appears more affected at night, pain is expressed on pressing 
the throat. In the treatment of this form of the disease, it Is 
essential to improve tbe general health of the animal, by giving 
alterative tonics, good diet and air. Blistering the throat Is 
beneficial, sometimes it is neces ary to introduce a seton. When 
spasmodic cough Is present, I would recommend tbe use of bella- 
donns, camphor, ether, and opium, etc. 

Dronchocele^ or goitre. —This la an enlargement of tbe thyroid 
gland, which is placed on each side of tbe windpipe, frequently 
giving rise to difficulty of respiration, from Its pressure upon tbe 
brachea (windpipe). This disease is cbiclly seen in dugs that are 
petted. In the treatment of this disease, the only reliance is 
upon tbe internal and external use of iodine; any attempts at 
extirpation being almost invariably followed by profuse and fre¬ 
quently fatal hemorrhage.

Editor Ciiioaoo Field: —In reading your accounts of the 
different field trials, I have not failed to notice, as 1 think, con¬ 
siderable absurdity In penalizing a dog for a so-called false point. 
While there may be cases where a dog should be penalized for 
a false point, I think such cases are few and far between. The 
point In most cases is made from scent, and the scent may, and 
I think always Is present when the dog points and at the same 
time the game may be gone. Qualls often. In coolish, or cloudy 
weather, huddle together and sit for a considerable time In one 
place, and when they move fly directly from such point. Now, a 
dog with a good nose may come upon the spot and make a firm 
point upon tbe scent left by the birds an hour before. In which 
case If no bird could be Bushed, he would be penalized with a 
false point and bis demerit would be three-fifths of the merit 
obtained from a true point. I think this Is wrong, or at least 
the penalty Is too great for the supposed crime committed. 

In case of a chase after a point, or a flush and chase, the de¬ 
merit Is the same as for a false point, yet I believe the crime Is 
ten times greater than a false point, for. the one makes a point 
where tbe game has been, while the other finds tbe game and 
chases it away. 

I think the penalty. If any, for a false point should not exceed 
one, while a chase, If tbe dog be over eighteen months old, should 
throw him out of tbe trial altogether. For my part I would 
rather that a dog of mine should make ten false points than 
make one chase. 

Again, dogs are often accused of making false points when In 
fact tbe points are true, and the game not being flushed within 
a reasonable distance he has to suffer tbe penalty. I have a 
case In point. I was bunting out on the prairie, my dog made 
a staunch point. I went up to him, passed forward for tbe pur¬ 
pose of flushing the game (I never send my dog forward to flush 
for me) but found no bird. I ordered tbe dog on. He moved 
forward about fifty yards and again made a point. I pursued 
the same course ae before, but found no bird, I ordered him on 
again with the same result as before. Again ordering him on 
and on uulil be bad made eight points, and crossing a deep 
ravine in the course and ascending a high bill. On top of the 
bill he made another point, and I went forward as before and 
flushed from ISO to 300 prairie chickens. The dog had come In 
a straight line from where he made the first point to tbe place 
where the chickens were flushed, and every point was a true 
point, yet bad he been In a field trial be would have been penal¬ 
ized eight times. Tbe distance from where be made the first to 
tbe last point was nearly throe-fourths of a mile. The wind was 
from tbe chickens to the dog, and my theory Is that with every 
fresh gust of wind came a strong scent, so much so, that tbe 
dog supposed be was right upon tbe game and came to a stand. 
Again, I bad a bitch that I bad trained to bunt deer. She often 
come to a point when the deer was half a mile away, and being 
ordered forward would proceed slowly in a direct lino for the 
deer, and I became so well accustomed to her position and 
points, that I could tell to an almost certainty from the elevation 
of her nose, how far away the game was, yet a dog of the char- 
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acter of tbe two I have described with noses unparalleled and 
true, would lose all credit (or a point In consequence of several 
supposed to be false points. 

And now while my band Is In, In fault-Ondlng, 1 have to say 
that tbe merit of quartering Is too high. The object In quarter¬ 
ing the ground Is to make sure that there Is no game left, or 
passed by upon the ground beaten, and those dogs who quarter 
tbe ground closely get points of merit while those tliat range 
wide and fast get no credit unless they Hod game. A friend of 
mine In this city has two dogs. When sent out one dashes off 
making long ((uarters, say from 300 yards to a quarter of a mile 
apart. The other quarters her ground very closely, and In beat¬ 
ing a field If no game were found she would get a mark of credit, 
while tbe other would receive no credit mark; yet strange to 
say the dog which docs not quarter, or rather quarters so wide, 
finds all the game. This dog ranges from a quarter to half a mile 
on each side of the lino tbe hunter Is pursuing, and makes his 
quarters from 300 yards to a quarter of a mile apart and his 
owner will wager any amount, that no dog that covers the same 
ground hehitid him will find a bird. This dog has nou, epeed and 
atautuhneu and never mieere a bird; yet sometimes he makes a 
false point, from the fact that his nose Is so good, that he catches 
the scent where birds had been an hour before, and his staunch¬ 
ness brings him to a point. Yet with these essential qualities, 
this dog would be beaten by a “pottering" dog who quartered 
well, made no false points, and was staunch when game was 
found notwithstanding the fact that it took tbe latter dog half a 
day to make up his score, while the first would do it in an hour. 

The last dog would potter about for two hours on a thousand 
acres of ground, while the first would cover it all in twenly min¬ 
utes. Tbe first dog described is tbe one (or mo. His speed car¬ 
ries him over tbe ground quickly, his nose detects tbe game and 
his staunchness saves It until I flush it, and if I do not get It, it 
is my fault. Give me such a dog. I don’t care whether be quar¬ 
ters hie ground at iutenale of a quarter of a mile or not, so that 
he leaves no game behind, and If be occasionally makes a false 
point 1 can excuse him and say to myself it Is ten times better 
than the dog who finds game and chases It away. L. W. B. 


How TO CouK k Qu.n-8bt Dou. —Hannibal, Mo .—Editor Chi¬ 
cago Field :—1 saw in your paper a few weeks since an inquiry as 
to what could be done with a gun-shy dog. I have a black and 
tan Gordon puppy ten months old, who In the field did well and 
was staunch on quail, but when tbe gun was fired he would 
either crouch down and roll over, or sneak off and bide. He 
would bunt well and always drop to wing. I took a notion I 
could cure him of gun shyness, and would take him out myself 
on my own plan. First, I got a quail and let him bring it to me 
several times; at first he would only roll it over with his nose, 
but finally be took it in bis mouth,and each time he didso 1 would 
pet him and praise him. He became very food of tbe bird and 
delighted to bring it to me. After this I took him in tbe field and 
tbe first covey of quail he found was sixty yards away from me. 
I advanced leisurely, and when I came within twenty yards of 
him be bad lain down close to tbe birds and was watching me 
closely. The birds seeing me advancing (being in cut corn) took 
wing. Tbe dog in meantime directed his attention alternately to 
tbe birds and to me. but finally got up and passed in a circular 
direction backwards and thence to my heel where he laid down 
apparently in supplication for fear of a rubbing. I appreciating 
bis feeling, as it were, gave him a hearty caressing and petted 
him quite a while. He then thought he was all right, and set out 
again. It was not my intention to shoot, nor did 1 attempt to 
do so. 

We worked all over the field, and I brought him back to where 
Ihe birds flushed, when he again came down for a second or two. 
I thus worked him all day until late in the evening. In passing 
through a field of cut corn where there was plenty of cover, he 
winded and then came on a trail of a small covey of birds which 
were scattered. I flushed several for him, but did not shoot, but 
finally he came to do so handsomely on a bird that 1 flushed it, 
fired and killed it before him, as be bad dropped to wing. He 
gave a look of surprise, but not of alarm. I took him out several 
times after and proceeded tbe same way, and now I have a dog 
cured of gun-shyness, and who when be now sees a gun In iny 
hand is ready to throw a back summersault with delight. He 
now delights in the sound of a shot. It requires patience and 
calm, deliberate firmness to endnre to tbe end. There Is a friend 
of mine here who has a full Elcho from the St. Louis Kennel, 
a fine young dog, but ho Is apparently of no use, as he don’t 
notice a quail, and when my friend fired the first shot over bis 
old dog, be ran a quarter of a mile and crawled under a house. 
My friend Is now practicing the first lesson on him to get him 
fond of tbe bird, and will then try my plan to break him.

Editor Chicago Field: —I am aware that generally It Is bad policy 
for a correspondent to take issue with an editor in his own paper. 
I think, however, that “Black Ned" Is right. In your re ply to him 
you do not discriminate between bunting game and chasing 
game. You say, “By allowing puppies to chase they become 
thoroughly Infatuated with hunting.’’ If you had said, “Chas¬ 
ing," you would have hit the point. If you should ever have to 
chastise your puppy (or chasing, how do you expect him to be 
able to make the distinction you have omitted! May he not be 
confounded, and thereafter refuse to bunt, but continue to chase! 
1 have known one Instance of this kind. The puppy could out be 
induced to leave bis master's heel till the game was flushed ; then 
he would chase, whipping or no whipping. Tbe well-bred puppy 
that has the game shot over his points, and Is allowed or made 
retrieve It, is just as eager to find more game as If be was allowed 
to chase It. Further, he is brought up in tbe way he should go, 
knowing no evil habits, and the whip and spike collar are not so 
necessary a part of bis breaker’s out-fit 

“Speed and dash," as yon say, are not Incompatible with 
staunebaesB. Chasing Is, however, and has no part in the devel- 
roent of speed and dash in hunting. These qualities “which do 
really lend the greater charm," must be bred In tbe dog himself. 
Chasing cannot place It there. If it could, the rural districts of 
Iowa alone could supply the American market with this coveted 
strain of dogs. They are genuine “dashers,” chase with great 
epeed, and are mostly for sale cheap; but do not attempt a 
“corner” on these trained (!) whelps. 

I know “Black Ned” only as a correspondent of the Coioaqo 
Field, but believe him fully competent to hoe his own row. I 
have thrown up my hat In recognition of hla position and 
courage, but do not propose to take hla “Rowe” off his hands. 
He will therefore please excuse me for my appearance on the 
border.

Coneiderable Interest bad bt!«n attracted to Captain Bogardua' laat 
ahoot. due to tbe mag&itude of the feat, viz,: That bo bad bet $1,000 
that be would break 0.000 balla out of 0.200: $500 agalnet $1,000 tha 
be would break A.OOO without a mine, ehoollog at 3.000 on each of two 
daya. and hu additional match wUb Abe Klelnrann. giving him tbe 
udde of 200 balls in 1.000, 500 to be shot at each day. 15 yards rise. Tbe 
place selected was Oilmore'y Garden, New York, aou Jan. 8 and 
were nelected for the exblbiiion. lie coinroenced at live niinnteti past 
ll.a. m. and in a hour and seven minutee bad broken 400 straigbi 
baMe. When 537 balls bad been broken ho took a rest. The shooting 
was resumed in a half honr. There wae some dlllereoce of opinion 
about Ibe 022d ball, but when picked up Ibe referee's decision of 
“broke" wae confirmed by finding a piece broken out of tbe neck of 
tbe ball. 

The last 500 rounds was closely watched, as upon them depended a 
contest with .\be Kieioman. tbe Chicago rbampiou. and now the 
bolder of tbe championship of America. Bogardns gave him 200 balls 
headway in m l.QOO'bull contest, half to be fired off each evening, Bogar- 
due to (aka bis last .KM on the count and Kleioman to eboot at 4W. The 
Captain, however, went on wUb bis unvarying breakl breakl breakl 
ana Kleinmao began to wonder bow he wae going to get ahead of 
perfection even wilo hie liberal handicap. It was nine o'clock when 
Captain Bogardos completed hie task, and but a few momenta elapsed 
before Abe tCleinman was at tbe score. Hie difference in style of hold* 
ing and shooting waa closely crilicieed by the many shooters and rifle¬ 
men present. Kleinnian. on bis first baif dozen shots, displayed some 
nervousness, making two misses, bathe completed his flrsl hundred In 
good shape, and the two lapses were all that were charged to bis ic- 
cuuoC until Id bis second hundred be put In another couple and in bis 
third hundred also failed to bit two or those thrown. Tbe last hundred 
wss a clean one.

Quite an Interesting spectable was afforded those who hap¬ 
pened to be on band on Thursday afternoon. Paris and bis baJf 
brother Long’s Coin were braced together, and Berkley and his 
half brother Race were braced together In the judges’ room, and 
two magnlScent braces they made. Between Berkley and Race 
there Is a strong resemblance, but so much alike are Paris and 
Coin that one not very famllisr with the doge would readily mis¬ 
take one for the other. We never saw two dogs more alike. 
They ought to bo owned by one man. 

Mrs. Armstrong, of Wyandottee, Mich., extalhited a small black 
and tan terrier, by name. Lion, which every afternoon and night 
performed the most extraordinary tricks that wo have ever seen. 
Vogil’a Dick showed himself also to be a good trick dog. 

Mr. C. A. Zimmerman’s companlou pictures, ‘‘The Tight 
Shell” and “Trying for a Double," which he donated as a prize 
were on exhibition and were much admired. 

Mr. Card exhibited bis newly Invented cartridge loader, the 
Cnit’.voo PiELii loader, and surprised those who saw It In opera- 
tlou how rapidly he could load shells and crimp and stamp each 
one with the number of the shot witb which It was loaded. 

Mr. W. K. JardIne, of Rockwood, ,Mlch., exhibited 2 wild mallard 
drakes and 2 wild mallard ducks, whicb he uses with 9 others, 
making a flock of 13, for decoying. He commenced eleven years 
ago breeding a domesticated mallard duck to a wild dra te, and 
then bred their progeny to a wild drake and duck, and so up to 
last spring. Those exhibited are 7 and 6 years old, and they re¬ 
mained In an open open as quietly as If tied. Mr. JardIne uses 
from 3 to 13 as decoys. They call ducks to stool, and although 
their wings are not clipped they never attempt to 9y away; but 
at Mr. Jardlne’s call they fly on to the boat, and remain until 
sent out again. They are under perfect control, and make the 
best of decoys. This last Fall, one evening from 6 o’clock to 
dark, Mr. JardIne shot witb them as decoys 105 mallards.

THE DOGS AND THE AWARDS. 

The Detroit bench show was In every sense of the word a suc¬ 
cess. The number of dogs was uot as large as at several of the 
shows last year—a few over two hundred—but they were of unex¬ 
ceptionable quality. In the sporting classes especially. Merrill 
Hall, where the show was held while admirably adapted for the 
purpose, yet Is of moderate capacity, consequently the association 
bad to limit the numbers they would receive, and therefore when 
they had reeached the number they were satisfied they could 
comfortably accommodate they took no more. A small show of 
such firstclass animals ss was shown Is far more gratifying to the 
visitor than a larger show with Inferior animals preponderating. 
The honors won in the sporting classes are honors indeed, for it 
was In many of them cracks competing with cracks, and the re¬ 
mark was frequently made that henceforth a dog to win under a 
competent judge must be a superior animal. 

The arrangements were perfect. There was nothing which 
could have been Improved on. The stalls were comfortable and 
kept clean; the temperature of the building, despite the cold 
weather, was kept at a remarkably even temperature, and never 
once was a dissgreable odor discernable. On Saturday after 
the benches hsd been removed and the hall swept we went into 
It and were surprised to find how entirely free It was from any 
trace of a dog show having been held in it. 

The care of the dogs could not have been better. There were 
several there whose owners, not being able to come with them, 
bad sent them by express. It was noticed by many how assidu¬ 
ous Mr. Lincoln was In his care of them, seeing that morning and 
afternoon they were exercised. Indeed, It Is the well-known at¬ 
tention which Mr. Lincoln bestows on dogs Intrusted to his care 
at shows which has given the owners of dogs such confidence In 
him, and which has made his services so valuable to shows, nod 
without him It is safe to say that the success of a show is Imper¬ 
illed, as people do not like to take their dogs to a show, much 
less send them, unless they know that they will have the care 
Mr. Lincoln is sure to bestow on them. 

The food wsa excellent, and the dogs showed the effect of It, 
for we never saw a livelier lot and so little shrinkage in condi¬ 
tion from confinement in a show. The attendants were careful, 
obliging, and discharged their duties in feeding and watering the 
dogs and keeping the stalls clean; but then Mr. Lincoln’s eye was 
on them all the time, and they knew It. 

The attendance of visitors was good, and the financial success 
of the show was satisfactory to the Association. The attendance 
from out of town, as well as of the citizens, was good, and the 
respectability of the visitors was particularly noticeable. 

Measra. Oilman, Long, Tulman, Littleton, and other members 
of the association, did their utmost to contribute to the pleasure 
and comfort of the exblbitore, and every one was made to feel at 
home; and all did feel at home, and the unanimous verdict was that 
they never had bad, cor could uot have wished for,a more enjoyable 
time. Never did we see a more universal good feeling. No bick¬ 
erings nor unpleasant feelings were exhibited by any one. The 
hospitality of the aportsmeu of Detroit is proverbial, and It did 
not hold itself in reserve on this occssion, notwithstanding the 
official dutlea demanded of most of them. Generally a show to¬ 
wards the last gets tedious to exhibitors, and the day It closes Is 
looked forward to with pleasure, but such was not the case with 
this, and a day or two more would not have made time wait in 
anxious expectation for the closing hour. For ourselves, we have 
to tender our thanks for the many courtesies we received from 
the gentlemen named, and do so also for many exhibitors at their 
special request- 

Unfortunately the same snow storms which had blocked the 
eastern trains prevented the shipping of a few of the dogs from 
that section, and prevented Mr. Fottler’a Berkley from arriving 
until Wednesday night, too late to be judged. 

The judging was done on Wednesday In a room right off the 
main hall to which the public was admitted. The setter and 
pointer classes were judged by Mr. E. F. Stoddard, of Dayton, 
Ohio, and the other classes by Dr. J. S. Kevin, of London, Canada. 
Mr. Stoddard bad some very difficult judging, especially in the 
English setter classes, but be proved himself equal to the occasion 
and jusUfled the opinion we bad formed of him that he is an un¬ 
exceptional good judge. We never saw better judging and we 
never aaw a judge In a position where the most thorough knowl¬ 
edge of dogs was necessary to enable correct awards, than he was 
on several occasions. When the second prize winners and the 
beaten express themselves satisfied, no better evidence Is required 
of the cspscliy of a judge. On more than one occasion we heard 
the second prize winners snd those beaten compliment Mr. Stod. 
dardon bis judging snd express themselves satisfied. 

On Friday afternoon a platform was erected by laying boards 
over the double row of stalls close to the stage and connected 
with the stage by a temporary bridge on which the prize winners 
were led one by one, and the quality of the prize, their former 
winnings and everything else of Interest pertaining to them ex¬ 
plained to the spectators by Caplaiu Littleton. Berkley was 


Clxss 1.—Imported English setter dogs were a grand lot, 
and with two exceptions the beet class of imported English set¬ 
ter dogs ever shown in this country. The pride of place went to 
Druid, who was In good form, a marked improvement over bis 
appearance when last shown, which was at the St. Louis show 
In February last. Leicester, also looking well, was second. Mr. 
Stoddard was a long time deciding between them. Temple Bar, 
a son of Paris and Pearl, a handsome lemon belton, but with too 
much lumber, got a V.H.C: Suellenburg’s Thunder, a son of 
Pride of (be Border and Fairy II. was awarded a H.C. Thunder 
Is s blue belton and Is the best Laverack dog we have ever seen 
He has developed well since the New York show where we last 
saw him, but was In very bad show condition, his coat being both 
short and hard. L. F. Whitman’s Rattler and Sport were both 
highly commended. Sport la a good looking lemon belton b} 
Carlowllz—out of Dodge’s Rose. Rob Roy and Coin were on ex¬ 
hibition only, 

CtAsa 2.—Imported Engllafa setter bitches were like the dogs, 
a grand class, and also like them have been excelled hut at two 
previous shows In this conutry. Mr. Stoddard afler a very care¬ 
ful examination selected Queen Mab and Clip for first and aecond 
places; but he was a long time deciding between them and ulti¬ 
mately awarded first to Mab and second to Clip. Neither was 
In the pink of condition, but Mab was greatly Improved over her 
condition at St. Louis, having got rid of her fat. Both Mab and 
Clip arc grand bitches, but Mab beats Clip on coat. They are 
marked almost exactly alike and look enough alike to be sisters. 
Star, Lass o’Gowrle, and Burges' recent importation, Nilsson, a 
sister of Queen Mab, were each very highly commended, which 
they fully deserved. Star is a litter sister of Clip, and has a re¬ 
markably fine body, her chest being extraordinarily good, coat 
good and a bitch of quality, but In head deficient. Lass o’Gow- 
rie, a litter sister of Temple Bar, Is a blue belton, well marked, 
and a good all-round bitch, of much quality, and wsa well up to 
Clip for a place. She la only eighteen months old, and with 
another six montha will be a dangeroua competitor In her class. 
Nilsson Is a capital bitch, of good form and quality, but was not 
In good ahow condition, as she bad but recently weaned a Utter 
of puppies. She Is a blue belton and handsomely and evenly 
marked. But for the extraordinarily hot class she was In she 
would have shown to the front Dodge’s Rose, a daughter of 
Rob Roy and Victress, was commended. Rose looked well con¬ 
sidering the wear and tear of her often-recurring maternal dntles. 
The Rev'd R. G. Hamilton’s Judith was absent 

Class 3.—Imported English setter puppies were an extra good 
lot. The race for the prize waa between Mr. Wells’ Dido and 
Mark, Utter brother and sister, by Druid, out of Star, two rare 
beauties, eight months old. It waa awarded to Mark, black, 
white ticked and tan, and a very promising young dog; but we 
preferred Dido, a sweet looking blue belton, very handsome, and 
evenly marked. She was awarded V.H.C. Dodge’s Cash, a son 
of Leicester and Rose, la a very handsome puppy and well de¬ 
served the H.C. awarded him; be Is a white, black and 
tan, with a head clean cut, but more suitable to a bitch 
than a dog. Mr. Jackson’s Brush, black and white, commended, 
Is a good looking puppy. He la by Druid—Princess Bello. Mr. 
Wells’ Robin, a lemon and white. Utter brother to Mark and Dido, 
la a very fine puppy, and we think deserved a high, if not a very 
high commend. Mr. Duncan Plumb’s Romp was absent. 

Class 4.—Native English setter dogs were very good. Royal 
Ben, a handsome orange and white tickeddog, with a grand cheat 
and body, a son of Carlowitz and Lucy, went to the front, fol¬ 
lowed for second place by Don, a capital bodied and handsome 
lemon and white dog. Jack, a lemon belton, with a coat like 
silk, but with too much lumber under it and too heavy a bead, 
was highly commended. Cooper’s Bruno and Lord’s Bruno, 
both liver and white, were commended. 

Class 5.—Nsllve English setter bitches were also a good lot. 

Mell, a handsome blue belton, very evenly marked, which it 
seemed almost Impossible to believe was not of the Llewellln 
strain, won first prize in a hand-gallop. Katie, a good looking 
little orange and white bitch, got second, very closely pressed for 
It by Wyckoff's lemon and white Belle, very highly commended. 

Class 0.—Native Eoglisb setter puppies bad but one entry, 
Brussells II, a son of Topeka Kennel Club's Brussells and Don- 
ogbue’s Daisy. He Is a grand young dog and like Druid In 
form. 

Class 7.—Imported Irish setter dogs were a capital lot. Mr. 
John Fottler’s Berkley was unfortunately delayed by the blockade 
on the eastern roads, caused by the recent heavy falls of snow, 
until Wednesday night at 8 o'clock, and therefore was not pres¬ 
ent when the class was judged. Notwithstanding that be had 
been on the journey for nearly five days, yet he looked as fine as 
silk, and to one ignorant of the facts, would have seemed to be 
just out of the beneb-ebow fitter’s bands rather than the express 
car where he bad been imprisoned for so long a time. The 
bench show committee delayed the judging as long as they could 
and telegraphed frequently daring the day, Wednesday, along the 
route to find where he was, but not being able to get any trace 
of him or anv Idea os to when be would reach the show, and Mr. 
Stoddard being compelled to return home on Wednesday night, It 


was not possible, nor would it have been just to the other com¬ 
petitors, to wait any longer than they did, which was between 
four and live Wednesday afternoon. Race, who, every time we 
see him. Improves, went Into the pride of place, and Elcfau II. 
was awarded second place, with Sting, Ills kennel companion, 
V.H.C., and Don H.C. Race, although louking well, waa not in 
as fine coat as be might have been, and duubtleaa wuuld have 
been but for a little occurrence which we think too good a joke to 
keep. Ula owner, Mr. Waller, has a preparation peculiar to him¬ 
self for giving the coat a glossy look. On the Saturday before 
the ahow be directed his groom to wash Race with It, telling him 
where he would find it. Next to the bottle witb the mixture waa 
another bottle of vamitih, which the mao took, by mistake, and 
wllb It mmithed the dog from the end of his nose to the tip of 
bis tall. Great was Mr. Waller's disgust to find that Instead of 
Race’s coat being Improved, It bad been deadened by the washing 
and dressing, and worse yet was filled witb white scales llkedau- 
drofl, and, provoklngly, the more the cost waa brushed to get rid 
of them, the more numerous they got. Having on Monday to 
use the varnish, he found it gone, and the dog preparation un¬ 
used. Inquiry of the groom revealed the facts. The preparation 
waa used, and to a very great extent remedied the effects of the 
varnish. Moral: Don’t varnish red Irish setters immediately be¬ 
fore a show with the hope of Increasing the lustre of their coat. 

Class 8 .—Imported Irish setter bitches had three extraordi¬ 
narily good ones—8t. Louis Kennel Clun’s Duck, Dr. Jarvis’ 
Rose, and Mr. Sterling’s Nora. Duck was given first and Rose 
second. Rose was in bad coat and bad show form generally, 
which waa to be expected, as not long since she weaned a Utter of 
puppies, but she Is a capital bitch, with one of the best beads we 
have ever eeen on a red Irish setter bitch. Duck was in very 
much better condition than at St. Paul and la beginning to look 
like herself again. Nora was a good V.H.C., and baa grown 
Into the pretty bitch her puppy form promised. Mag waa highly 
commended. 

Class 9.—Imported Irish setter puppies bad three very good 
ones. Welghell's Crenet was absent. The prize was won by a 
little fonr months bitch, as yet not named, entered by the St. 
Louis Kennel Club, by Thorsteln out of Whitford’s Erin—a Utile 
gem. If her puppy fonn does not deceive aa to her mature 
form, and aho lives, she Is destined to be a champion of cham¬ 
pions. As Whltford put her down la the judge’s room we thought 
her the prettiest puppy we bad ever seen, with the exception of 
the one out of Queen Mab by Rock, which the same club exhib¬ 
ited at the Balllraore show of '70. Conn, a son of Nora by Bob, 
and Nelson by Palmerston out of Quail, EIcbo's sister, five and a 
half and seven montha old respectively,were two capital puppies, 
and deserved the V.H.C. each got. 

Class 10.—Native Irish setter dogs were, excepting the first 
prize d g, Don, not a good lot. Grouse, the second prize dog, 
was too light In coat and with too much white. Echo received a 
V.H.C. Welghell’s entry was absent 

Class 11.—Native Irish setter bitches bad Wleghell’s two 
entries absent end Dodge’s Fan on exhibition only, consequently 
no prize was awarded. 

Class 12.—Native Irish setter puppies waa woo by Shank’s 
Grouse. The Marshalltown (Iowa) Kennel Club had two entries 
by Ben out of Mag; although two capital puppies for tbeir age 
three and a half months, yet they had no chance against ten to 
eleven months old puppies. Wlegliell's entry was absent. 

Class 13. —Gordon setter dogs were a capital lot headed by 
tbe Toledo Kennel Club's Grouse, imported from C. 8. Fauntle- 
roy last August, to whom tbe pride of place justly went. Grouse 
Is the best Gordon setter dog we have ever seen, lie Is by Treevl- 
tlilck’s Rjck, a great grandson on his dam’s side of old Kent, and 
ebampiou Lang. Hla dam Is E. L. Parson’s champion Floss, a 
great grand daughter of old Kent, which gives him a double cross 
of Kent. His winnings before Imported were second Birming¬ 
ham, 1875, when nine montha old; extra prize Bristol, 1878; 
first Crystal Palace. 1876, when fifteen months old; silver medal, 
Paris Exposition, 1878. Tbe Goldsmith’s (Toledo) Kennel Club’s 
Rupert was awarded second. Judge got a V.H.C., Wltberspoon’a 
Grouse a H.C., and Jack waa commended. Wieghell's Sport and 
Plumb's Grouse were absent. 

Class 14.—Gordon setter bitches were also a good lot. Floes, 
winner In her class at St. Louis last February, where she was pur¬ 
chased from Mr. T. H. Scott who imported her, repeated her vic¬ 
tory here. Mulllken’a Nell won aecond, and Witherspoon’s Nell 
was very highly commended. Wieghell’s Bell was absent. 

Class 15.—Gordon setter puppies were a tine lot. Bob, owned 
by the Toledo Kennel Club, and out of their I' loss, by Allison's 
Reuben, .was awarded tbe prize, and bis litter brother Dock was 
very highly commended. Gypsey was very highly commended. 
Welghell’s two puppies were absent. 

Class 16.—Pointer dogs over fifty-five pounds weight had three 
entries. Bow, as a matter of course, went to the front, and 
Sleaford dropped Into second place. The third entry, a liver- 
colored dog Prince, bad tbe moat hideous double nose we have 
ever seen. So great waa tbe deformity that bis teeth could be 
seen through it. When will people, wbo ought to know better, 
cease to labor under the delusion that this deformity la an ad¬ 
vantage to a field dog! We never attended a show where there 
waa a double-nose dog but that psoplc, mauy who we were sur¬ 
prised to find knew no better, regarded it as a great advantage 
In the field, the sense of smell being claimed to be more acute. 

Class 17.—Pointer bitches over fifty pounds weight had three 
entries and good ones. Gillespie’s Champion Belle was awarded 
first, and W. 0. Lumsden’s handsome white with liver Rose sec¬ 
ond. Nell, eleven years old, but a remarkably young looking 
bitcb, waa very highly commended as she deserved. 

Class 18.—Pointer dogs qpder fifty-five pounds weight were 
only a fair class. It was a very close race between Don and 
Keno, and they looked enough alike to be litter brothers. Mr. 
Stoddard was a long time deciding between them for first snd 
second places, but taking them point by point Don had tbe ad¬ 
vantage of Keno and got tbe first place, and Keno waa given aec¬ 
ond. Gay's Convoy liver and white, a good looking dog, was 
highly commended, and Dan waa commended. Tbe Rev’d K. Q. 
Hamilton’s Fbaro and Welghell's Bob were absent. 

Class 19.—Pointer bitches under fifty pounds were a better 
lot than the dogs. The St. Louis Kennel Club’s Clytle, notwith- 
aiandliig she was In bad show form, won the first place easily. 
Gay’s Vic, a good looking liver and while bitcb waa awarded 
second, and Topeka KcnnelClub’a Nell, agood looking little liver 
and white bitch, but too beefy,was highly commended. Welghell’s 
Cupid was absent. 

Class 20.—Pointer puppies were very Ine. Lord Dufferin, 
winner of tbe prize and bis Utter sister Lady Dufferin, very highly 
commended, were a remarkably handsome brace of lemon and 
while puppies. Indeed, one does not often see such a handsome 
brace, and what surprised us was that they were not quickly 
bought at tbe catalogue price, 840 each, iis they were nine montha 
old and of good size, and over distemper. We were afterwards 
told that $00 cash would have bought them. They were well 
worth $200. Gillespie’s King Charlie, a very handsome black and 
while six months old puppy, by Native, out of champion Fan, 
was very highly commended. Welghell's Fleet was absent. 

Class 21.—Irish water spaniels was a small class, with only 
three, but two of them capital specimens—Hike tbe winner of 
first snd Bridget tbe winner of second prize. 
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Class 32.—Retrieving epanleU other than pure Irish, bad three 
very goo^ specimens. Suldor, winner of first prise; Dick, win¬ 
ner of second prise, and Chief Rogers very highly corntneuded. 

Class 33. —Cocker spaniels had two good specimens, Gypsy, 
the winner of first, and Floss, winner of second prize. Floe, highly 
commended, la fair. 

Class 24.~Fleld spaniels, other than cockers, had three good 
clumbers, Duke, winner of first, Track winner of second prize, 
and Train very highly commended; and two good Sussex spaniels, 
Flora and Bob,which were not noticed. Unfortunately the clum¬ 
bers and Sussex spaniels are not at the present time suftlcleiitly 
numerous to have separate classes for each, as when competing 
in one class the Sussex always goes to the wall. 

Class 35.—Fox hounds was but a fair class. The judging was 
very bad, as Pompey and Hunter never noticed, and Nero and 
Speed, awarded second prize, were better than Wellington and 
Wildfire, the first prize dogs, Weighell's Buck and Mate wore ab¬ 
sent. 

Class 26.—Beagles were a splendid lot. Gen. Kowett's en¬ 
tries were absent. Unfortunately a few days before the show the 
General bad the misfortune to lose bis nine-months-old puppy 
Racer, which was so floe a specimen that he bad placed hla hopes 
on winning with him where be was entered. The General felt 
the loss so greatly that he forfeited bis entries. Dodge's Rattler, 
a very handsome dog, was given first, and Baker's Maud second. 
We preferred Hayes' Ringlet, only highly commended, for first 
and Rattler for second. Ringold was highly commended. Weigh 
ell's Victor was absent. 

Class 27.—Dachshunds bad no entries. 

Class 28.—Fox terriers had some good specimens. The award¬ 
ing of the second prlxe was a great error, for Boaster Is the worst 
specimen of a fox terrier we have ever seen. If alive, even the 
immortal Dom Pedro could easily distance him. Fox's Young 
Sport was rightly awarded first, and why bis Qypsey, only highly 
commended, was not awarded second, we can’t understand, as 
with Young Spot awarded first prize, Gypaey, his sister, being of 
the same type should certainly have bad second. Punch was 
highly commended. 

Class 29.—Greyhounds had two good specimens, Ariel and 
Rex first and second. 

Class 30.—Scotch Deerhounds had only two, belonging to Mr. 
Marcus Stevens, of Detroit, who had them in for exhibition only. 

Class 31.—St. Bernards had no entries. 

Class 33. —Newfoundlands, excepting the second prize winner 
Nell, were an inferior class. Not awarding her first prize Instead 
of Dandy Jim, was a great mistake. 

Class 33.— Shepherd or Collie dogn had but two fair speci¬ 
mens, Bruce and Jack, awarded first and second, Turner's Tweed 
and Gibson's Laddie wore absent. 

Class 34.—Bull terriers was a good class. Helber'a Beauty, 
winner of first, is corre'jtly named, for she is a beauty. Jack, win¬ 
ner of second Is a good dog.

Toling: Ducks. 


It may uot b« uniDtereeting to some uf your distant rea iers, 
said an old writer, to be informed uf the maimer of shooting 
wild ducks on the Susquehanna; and iiltliough many of them may 
be Incredulous, no eltizeu of Ceeil county will doubt the sequel. 

The phrase “tollng ducks,” pceuliar to this part of I he world, 
is uot understood anywhere else, and Is practiced In Mie following 
manner: When a gunner discovers a flock of ducks floating at 
too great a distance to be. shot from the shore, he crawls near 
the water and conceals hiiusclf behind a blind, w hich he previ¬ 
ously erects for the purpose, of logs covered with river grass. He 
has with him a dog trained to ruu after chips or .<inall stones; 
the color of the dog should he red or white, though almost every 
color has been found to answer at times. Concealed from the 
ducks, the gunner throws a stone near the edge of i’ .ater, and 
the dog instantly springs from the blind and runs .i..r it. .\l 
the Bight of the dog playing on the shore the duck., stretch out 
their long necks and gaze with apparent amazement and curiosity, 
like a gang of negroes at a Funcli in st puppet slmw. The gun¬ 
ner continues to throw stones right and left, and ihe dog should 
be kept running as fast as possible, and not allowed to slop, if It 
can be avoided, for an instant; his large bushy tail ought to he 
eoiibtautly In motion. The ducks in the ineantiiuc are delighted 
wltb the singular spectacle, and swim toward the dug as fast as 
their feet will padille them. So great is their lin|iatieiice to get 
u nearer view of him, that those which are furthest oil will fly 
and light between him and those that were neare-sl. All the 
time the ducks keep their eyes fixed upon the dog, and seem to 
he governed by a spell w lilcli they have not power nor Inellnatlou 
to break, like birds charmed by a black snake. -Vs soon as the 
gunner perceives that the ducks take notice of his dog, his hopes 
are raised, frequently In he di.sappointed; for if thedueks see the 
gunner, or if his dug run behind on the shore that conceals him 
from their sight, or if from fallgue or laziness he dceliues run¬ 
ning, or if he hark or lie down to gnaw the stone that was thrown 
for him, which frequently happens, instantly the s)h:II is broken, 
and the ducks take to their wings. If, however, no .aceident 
happen, and everything works right, us 1 he iluckers say, often a 
Hock of ducks that cover a half acre of water la “toled,” as it 
were, by magic, from six hundred yards or upwards to witlilu 
twenty feet of the gunner. Tile numbers tliut are killed in tills 
way is iucrcdible, for there are generally two or three gunners 
that shoot from the same blind. 1 will nut attempt to account 
for toling ducks; hy wliat Instlnet or impulse they are ruled In 
coming to the dog, whellier it he euriusily or magic, I know not; 
but I know that the fact exists as 1 have slated, and can he at¬ 
tested by hundreds of gunners on the SuM|m..haima, ami I defy 
-Mr. Milehetl or any other rage, to give a sathfaelory expl.ination 
of It. I tiave seen the same lloek uf ducks toled to shore three 
times 111 one day by the same dog, and .shot at each time. It is 
not to he supposed that the dog is ei)ii.selou8 of the effect he pro¬ 
duces on the ducks, or know.s Ihat they eniiie to the shore to see 
him; he is engaged playing with tlie slone.s tliut are thrown for 
him, and lliinks of iiotliing else. Tlicre is a dllliculty In training 
a toler; most dogs are too lazy, and refuse to run as soon as 
their feet get cut by tlic stones and shells on tlie simre, and few 
of them will play after they have seen the ducks shot, but stoji 
to look at them when they approacli Ihe shore, and snmctlmes 
plunge into Ihe water after them, before they are near enough to 
he killed. 

A gunner should be provided willi several dogs to bring the 
ducks he shoots out of tlic water, and never suffer Ills toler to do 
it, lest he eoiilract tlie lialiit uf iiegleclliig his play to swim after 
the ducks before they arc shot. The Newfoumilaiid breed make 
tile liest water dogs, ami will plunge into the rapiilest stream, or 
break through the ice In the coldest wcutlier, to bring out the 
ducks. 

Ducks are nut to he toled at all limes, nor the s.inic Hock very 
often, and there are several kinds that will never tide. Early in 
the season, that is, the latter part of Oelnlier or the llrst of No- 
veinher, the eanvas-huck and red-head, the must delicious of all 
feathered creation, tide in uliundanee, hut after being shot at 
several times, they heeoiiie wild and fly at the sight of a dog. 
Some of the Susquehanna gunners can ascertain nine times out 
of ten, without niskliig the t^xpeiimenl, hy watching the motion 
of a flock of ducks, whether they are In the notion of tollng. or 
will fly from the dog. This the last art that a gunner acquires, 
and la not to be learned except from experience. No state In 
Ihe Union abounds with water fowl of every description equally 
with the land of Maryland. They arc to be found In the bay be¬ 
low Havre-de-G'see, nuinerous enough to darken the air, and Ihe 
thunder of their wings can he heard when they rise from the 
w'ater at the dlslauee of two tulles- The art of toling, like 
many other curious art", was discovered hy accident; and tradi¬ 
tion says Ihat a gunner concealed behind a blind, watching a 
flock of ducks, presently saw a fox playing on the shore, and 
was surprised to perceive the ducks swimming to shore to gaze 
at him; U he ran up the beach they swarmed iu that direction, 
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and gazed at him la sileut admiration; or if he ran down the 
beach, they followed, approaching aa near aa they could without 
leaving the water. Ileynard, tliuugh proverbially cuniilog, had 
no dealgu upon tlie ducka—he waa rolling and prancing for 
amusement, but the gunner took the hint, and after aliuuting a 
great number of the ducks that llie fox, without Intending, had 
toled fur him, he started hla dog to running on the shore, by 
throwing pieces of bread for him, and to bis great delight dis¬ 
covered that the project succeeded .—Jiurnt Sun. 


practically extinct the whir of the quail and ruffed grouse will 
gladden the ear of the sportsman. But enough. I have now said 
all I desire to say upon this subject, and doubtless have wearied 
you and the readers of your paper. If any combined effort Is 
made in this luatter, you can rely upon me to do all In my power. 

The month since the let Inst, has been Intensely cold, and It Is 
reported that several bevies of quails have been found frozen In 
different parts of the county. Unless It grows warmer soon, 1 shall 
bid adieu to all hopes of quail shooting for several years In this 
vicinity.

Editok CiiiCAOo Fiei.d: —■■tgaln I am going to place a few 
lines before the iriany readers of your paper, in the shape of a 
reply to the Hon. Wapisiepinicon, of niy city (Davenport, Iowa). 

I left there some six weeks since for the South, and on niy de¬ 
parture I took two copies of the Cuicaoo Kield with me (one 
of which 1 had not read), thinking I might while away some 
pleasant moments by reading them during my journey, but, luck¬ 
ily, I was foj;tunatc enough to have very pleasant company dur¬ 
ing my entire trip, eousequently the papers were left untouched 
until one day last week. Whereupon turning to one 1 saw an 
article from Davenport, which somewhat attracted my attention, 
and saw it was signed “Wapslepinicou.” The article has not ap¬ 
peared tome before or I should have done all I could to explain 
to “Wapsle” the few simple little questions he could not under¬ 
stand, in regard to the game disappearing from around the vicin¬ 
ity of Davenport. Now, as I sabl before, for the past few years 
the game birils of all kinds have been killed "out of season," 
and wantonly dcstroycil, ncsls robbed during the Summer, and the 
old birds shot, all for a little amusement for a lot of "kids" that 
leave school, to go out for a (lav's hunt and rtram around the 
country, killing everything that falls a prey to their vigilant eyes. 
Not only one ease do I know of this kind, but several, and think 
It the main cause for so many complaints that there’s no game 
around Davenport, and hunters having to take such a journey 
for instance, to Hnd chickens, an Smith and Harms did when 
they went up on the "Iowa line,” which offers peculiar Induce¬ 
ments to sporlsnien, and had to pay a good price for every turn 
they made while on the train. So says "Wapsle.'' 

Now, in regard to the "pot-hunter” in my remarks 1 made 
some time ago, 1 did not slate that they bad no right to kill game 
In "open season,” ns he intimates they only do, but that they 
were in the habit of killing it at all times of the year, disregard¬ 
ing the laws, and, I am very sorry to hear, after so much toiling 
on bis part to tiring some of these out-laws to justice, that they 
have all successfully esca|icd him. But here again he remarks 
“that It will not do to prosecute these high-toned sports or their 
sons, who have plenty of money.” But let them shoot all they 
wish so they keep on their own ground, for If they seek the 
hunting ground of another stale to satisfy their many wants, 
“they" are the very first ones tlie law falls upon, and well do they 
deserve it, But if they don't want to run I he risk let them stay 
In till the season is open, and then take their chances with the 
rest. Wbat would a game law in any state amount to if every 
one was of the same opinion that our friend "Wapsle” is? 

Now, 1 hope I have not taken too much space In explaining 
to W. whatl had reference to by using the word “kids,” but If he 
would like I can give him a full lUt of the aforesaid law breakers, 
that be may be able to make a few dollars by reporting them to 
some law abiding citizen of Davenport, w ho is standing up for 
the protection of what little game he has left, or to some active 
member of the old “Davenport Shouting Club,” which disbanded 
and fell through some time ago for the lack of interest mani¬ 
fested by Us many high-toned members, who can now shoot game 
at all tiiiies of the year without having the fear of the game law 
resting on their minds. 

The. markets here at present are overstocked with game of 
every description. Quails are apparently very plentiful, and sell¬ 
ing at the extremely low price of one dollar per dozeu; chickens 
two dollars; squirrels one dullar; rabbits seventy-five cents to 
one dullar; -Jack rabbits twenty-five cents each; wild ducks fifteen 
to twenty cents each. It will be seen by this that the prices of 
game this season are very low and the supply unusually good and 
in demand. 

1 expect to take a few days’ hunt at my earliest convenience, 
which will probably be In about two weeks, when my starting point 
will then be from .\ustln. Until then I remain to my friend 
“Wapsle” as ever, L.E.N. 


The Liiwh Should he Keusonable. 


Waksaw, Ind. 

Editok Ciiicaoo Field:— The shooting season is over, the 
gun Is laid aside, and the dug lies Idly by the fire. The sports¬ 
man has but the memories of past, and hO|ies of future sport. 
The legislatures of the different slates are either In session or soon 
will be and the energies of all of us who hope for future sport 
should be directed towards the passage of laws for the protection 
of game and especially pinnated grouse, and tbe effort should be 
a joint one. The laws of tbe states which are tbe "habitat” of 
the pinnated grouse should be unlforui. Tbe open season should 
not commence In one state upon the l.Sth day of Augustand In an 
adjoining one upon tbe let of September. The laws declaring 
the extent of the open season should be reasonable and in ac¬ 
cordance with the habits of tbe bird sought to be protected. I 
have observed tbe habits of tbe plnnaied grouse for tbe past 
twenty years and experience teaches me that the open season 
should extend from tbe 15tb of August to tbe 15tb of October. 
Upon tbe 15th of August, tbe birds are full grown and strong of 
wing. After the 15th of October they will not He to tbe dog only 
on occasional days, and cannot be bunted with any satisfaction 
with dog and gun. The only object I ever saw in extending tbe 
open season beyond the 15th of October Is to permit them to be 
trapped for market. Public opinion may at this time be such 
that no law can be passed prohibiting Ihoir sale, and If so the 
open season should be shortened to stop trapping as far as possi¬ 
ble. It may be that sportsmen better Informed than I, may differ 
with me as to the commencement or ending of the open season; 
If so, I am open to conviction, and whatever may be determined 
In regard to tbe matter, 1 will use my best efforts to have a law 
passed by our legislature lu accord therewith. Seventeen years 
ago, there were a great many pinnated grouse in this county. On 
the let day of August, 15(12, myself and a couple of friends 
drove nine miles, bagged sixty-three and reached home by dark. 
Two of us were shooting over a hob-talled dog that I bad bought 
for a setter, under compulsion—my dog having fallen a victim to 
the poison fiend. Tbe dog had a bad nose, and we lost at least a 
dozen dead birds. At that time In season 1 could bag a brace or 
two in an hour near the city limits; now the birds are nearly ex¬ 
tinct, and 1 doubt whether sixly-three birds were bagged during 
tbe past year within the county. In fact, they have almost ceased 
to be the object of pursuit. 

If we would accomplish anything In this matter we must up 
and doing. The quail and ruffed grouse cannot so easily be ex¬ 
terminated. They betake themselves a ben flushed to tbe thickets 
and every pot-hunter who owns a two dollar and a ball gun can't 
bag them, and long.after tbe pinnated grouse shall have become

Editok Cuicaoo Field: —Coating a hunter’s eye o'er our snow¬ 
bound and Ice girted land, the outlook fur the future is pecu¬ 
liarly gloomy. Poor Bob White, the Missouri sportsman’s pride, 
Is deeply hurled In nature's winding sheet—the beautiful snow. 
Wc have fears that tbe extermination in this vicinity will be com¬ 
plete, as the few covies that braved the pitiless storm and ava¬ 
lanche of snow are perisblng from starvation or meeting a more 
ignominious death at the hands of tbe relentless trapper. Alas I 
they would have potted the original pair in Noah's ark If there 
bad been a market on Mount Ararat. The only cheering thought 
Is that the potters have lost a portion of their prospective greedy 
gains. 

Apropos of sporting news Rumor has It that the coming legis¬ 
lature of Kansas will enact a law prohibiting the shooting of 
quails upon the sacred soil of blood-stained Kansas. “John 
Brown’s body lies mouldering In tbe grave, but bis soul goes 
marching on.” Such an enactment would bi: a total subversion 
of the common law, an outrage upon the long-established and 
well recognized rights of aportsmeu, virtually protecting and en¬ 
couraging tbe barbaric and agrarian sneak in wholesale slaughter 
by practices beneath the dignity of sportsinon. The Kansas 
Solons are not all asses and we trust no such law will be enacted. 

If It should be we hope the aforesaid John’s ghost, gaunt and 
grim, will stalk over the historic plains and interview said legis¬ 
lators until they repeal the same, as it would take one from the 
dead to bring them to their senses. Under such a law the first 
pop of your breech-loader on the pleasant prairie would Introduce 
you to his honor, the “Kansas'Squire,” who would cultivate your 
friendly acquaintance to the extent of about ten dollars a quail, 
while the 'Squire’s friend would trap a barrel a day for market 
on the sly. Of course the law-breaker’s fine would go to the pub¬ 
lic school fund. It couldn't be possible that It should be diverted 
and expended In whisky for electioneering purposes—such sacred 
funds never are. 

What little game there is left In many of our states Is the re¬ 
sult of tbe persistent efforts of sportsmen In procuring and en¬ 
forcing proper laws, and, take away the protective interest they 
have in tbe game of Kansas, and ere long within Its broad domain 
game would be as scarce as within the corporation of New York 
city. We believe the time has come when sportsmen should 
make their Influence felt politlc.ally, and If the various organi¬ 
zations would unite in the support of candidates for office who 
pledged themselves to their interests, politicians and officials 
would soon recognize this element in society legislation, there 
would bo less discriminating, and many laws that are n dead let¬ 
ter upon our statutes would be rigidly enforced. The Influence 
of the Chicago Field is felt all over our country, and Its efforts 
to elevate the sports of the field to their true dignity, meet with 
a hearty response from every true sportsman. 

There Is a dearth of local news, the beautiful snow having 
filled all the hunters’ boots full, and they are disgusted, their 
long-talked of holiday bunt being a failure. Tbe amateur club, 
of which we expect much in the future, still have on hand their 
supply of pigeons received from Chicago intended for their boll- 
day shoot for club medal. Tbe shoot will come off as soon as 
the weather gets warm enough for their powder to burn. Their 
last shoot was a scene fit for an artist. “Trying for a Double” 
or “A Tight Shell” Is tame In comparison. Their worthy presi¬ 
dent, a binocular shootist In theory (shuts both eyes), shot wild 
and scored five out of ten birds, boundary tbe fair ground. A 
membef who had never fired a gun tied with their invincible 
field shot. The members of the old club viewed tbe shoot from a 
respectful and safe distance. No doubt distance lent enchant¬ 
ment to the view. P. C. 


Kansas Notes. — Tub Pot-Uuntino Fakmer. —Cofleyville, 
Kan .—Editor Chicago Field :—New Tear’s day was balled with 
Intense delight by your correspondent, as the open season for 
sbcKitiDg quail in this state closed at that time. Had the pot^ 
hunters and netters been allowed to continue their unmerciful 
slaughter a month longer I doubt If a single quail would have 
been left to breed next season. No less than 20,000 of these 
birds have been sold in this little city of six hundred Inhabitants 
within the past three weeks, and sold at from 25c. to SOc. per 
dozen. 

Since tbe open season has closed I have made numerous In¬ 
quiries of the farmers as to tbe amount of quail left unbarme.l, 
and I am happy to state that although the slaughter was kept up 
so Incessantly, yet we have a goodly number left, and If tbe 
birds can live through tbe remainder of the winter, we can expect 
good shooting again, next Fall. 1 have kept a strict eye on tbe 
game buyers here within the past week to see if any birds were 
offered for sale, but they all seem to fear the law and understand 
Its meaning thoroughly, and I have not seen a single Instance 
where the law was violated. 

I have noticed that tbe farmers who do the most “kicking” and 
“squealing” about a sportsman shooting a few quails on their 
premises, claiming as an excuse that they do not want the birds 
killed on account of their Insectivorous qualities, and that they 
depend on the birds as being one of the best chintz bug destroyers 
in existence - these very parties have brought into this market 
and sold more birds than anyone else, and after examining the 
birds closely I could not find a single shot mark. 

I purchased of a fanner, about ten days ago, four dozen live 
quail, which I have at present confined In a coop, and shall take 
care of them until the weather turns mild, when I will take them 
to a friend In tbe country and turn them loose on his farm and 
hope to derive some good shooting next Fall by the investment. 
I endeavored to get more live birds, but failed, for the price Is so 
low that there Is no sport-^man but who would gladly sacrifice a 
few dollars In this way. 

The grouse have been more fortunate, they have been shot at so 
often and have become so wild that it Is very difficult to get a 
respectable shot, and three or four Is about as many as a man can 
bag lu one day. 

While out quail shouting a few weeks ago. In passing through 
a corn-field, I found quite a number of traps made of corn-stalks, 
which I hail the satisfaction of smashing. Had tbe owner ob¬ 
served me, no doubt a row would have occurred, but when I tound 
those traps I felt no Inclination to run from them. 

On account of tbe dry weather our duck shooting waa very 
pixir last Fall, but It Is to be hoped that It will be bettor In the 
Spring. 

A party of banters returned yesterday from a trip In tbe Indian 
Territory, bringing back forty turkeys and three deer. They re¬ 


ported having seen a great many turkeys, but deer were very 
scarce; nearly every deer track they found the prints of an Indian 
moccasin could be seen following it. Choke Collak. 


Lettek from Old Gunner. —Somerset, O .—Editor Chicago 
Field; —Well, the shootlug season of ’78 Is among the “Joys 
that were,” and "Old Gunner,” his dog Duke, afnl hla trusty 
little Parker, are shelved for another nine months and a half, 
during which I do not Hoc —I only exist. To me the year con- 
taints only tim seasons—the two and a half months In which 
(under countless restrictions) the Ohio granger allows us to shoot, 
and nine and a half raniilhs In which no shooting is possible. To 
me the world only contains two classes—tbe men who shoot and 
the men who do not shoot. 

Qualls have been abundant in this locality, and the raffed 
grouse and rabbits have been numerous enough to add variety 
and weight to the bag at night; there has, however, been an un¬ 
usual number of rainy and snowy days this season, and In con¬ 
sequence tbe kid-glove gentry found shooting more disagreeable 
than In the past two years. 

Tbe excessive cold and drifted snow, makes It bard for poor 
Bob White to find food and evade hla enemies, hawks, foxes, 
traps and the murderous pot-hunter who shoots the bevy on the 
ground, all conspire to thin out or exterminate the broods, while 
the snow remains; as long as we have no snow the quail is well 
able to take care of himself, but deep snows are too much for 
him unless his crop is full of buckwheat, ragweed, or Indian 
corn. 

About the last of November, my friend Waxend, of the firm of 
Wuxenditc Calfsklu, of this place, came In from shooting In a tower¬ 
ing rage, and being questioned said be had bad bad luck all day; 
his chance (or a shot at a splendid ruffed grouse was a soap (he 
uses rebounding locks and slanting plungers of course) ; his dog 
did not work right; his ill-fortune stuck to him all day, and late 
in the afternoon, us he expressed It, “An Infernal hawk carried 
off a quail that I had just killed.” Some eight or ten days after¬ 
ward I was shooting in the same locality, and killed a double 
shot In the open; when the second bird fell, 1 was astounded by 
seeing a hawk descend from overhead and alighting upon ray 
quail attempted to carry It off, but the bird was not quite dead 
and a little scuffle ensued, giving me time to put in a shell and 
make a run upon him, and when the bold robber rose with my 
bird he received a charge of No. 8 which settled him forever. I 
have no doubt but that he was the same bird which robbed my 
friend Waxend, and be evidently thought that we were shooting 
game for his boucllt. 

Long life to the Chicago Field! That capital sketch In the 
Christmas number by ‘‘Ublque” is alone worth the price of the 
pafier for a year. In conclusion, I would say to the "hoys” who 
called me “Old Fogy” that another season’s experience has 
strengthened my first conviction, that Dlttmar powder and chilled 
shot are not as good as represented. Old Gunner.

The Farmer is the Cause.— Bridgeport,.III .—Editor Chicago 
Field :—I wrote you in the Fall what good prospects we bad for 
our Fall quail shooting. But (or the past twelve days snow has 
covered the ground to tbe depth of seven Inches and the mercury 
fell to twenty-six below zero, which brought death and disorder 
to the quails. They can be found on all farms frozen and 
starved to death, (or the only thing that poor BobWblte can find 
to eat Is a few frozen pei^immoua. New Year’s day I drove 
twenty-two miles In a sleigh and I found three or (our coveys sit¬ 
ting In fence corners too cold and poor to move and If the cold 
weather continues ten days longer, I (ear It will exterminate them. 
Now, friend Mohawk, there has much been said of tbe pot-hunter, 
but I think that all writers on this subject have not struck tbe 
right note, and from my own observation the only pot-hunter I 
can find Is tbe fanner, and I have ray doubts but that there is 
sportsmen by tbe score who will say it cannot be thus, but I 
tell you it Is a fact. From this point there has been shipped over 
3,000 quails and not one has been killed by a sportsman, and 1 
would not be afraid to make an affidavit that '3,500 was trapped 
or netted. Nine out of ten farmers where this beautiful and 
sweet-scented geranium of a guide board stares a sportsman In 
tbe face, “No hunting on this farm,” contains from five to twenty 
traps; but to bring this to a close I will show up one of those pot¬ 
hunters. A few days after the snow storm this farmer or pot¬ 
hunter came to mill with his grist (where I am employed) and aa 
a natural consequence, I asked him bow the quails were getting 
along this cold weather, “Ob,” says be, “I guess all right, but I 
tell yon I fixed them this morning. I fed a flock for a day or 
two and they got right tame, and this morning I killed eighteen 
at one shot.” “Notice, no shooting on this farm.”

Quail Shooting.—S an Antonio, Texas.—A'dt/or Chicago 
Field;—yit. D. and myself decided to take a good long day at 
quails. Three miles down found us alongside one of those 
undent Spanish missions on the banks of the San Antonio river. 
To the stranger these missions offered s great attraction; built 
over 100 years ago, ol solid stone, without the sign of any other 
habiwtion, 1 have often been asked where did the priests gel a con¬ 
gregation from?
